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The protection which American republics enjoy under 
the Monroe Doctrine is finely illustrated in the protocol 
entered into on January 20 by the United States and 
the Republic of Santo Domingo. By this protocol, which 
was signed by Comdr. Albert C. Dillingham, U.S.N., on 
behalf of the American Government, the United States 
assumes charge of the customs revenues of the Domini- 
can Republic and agrees to undertake the adjustment of 
all obligations, foreign and domestic, of the Dominican 
government, to determine the validity of pending claims 
and insure the payment of all lawful indebtedness aris- 
ing therefrom. This agreement was entered into on the 
request of the Dominican authorities. The United 
States will take possession of all custom houses in the 
republic and will administer their affairs and disburse 
their revenues until all just claims against the govern- 
ment are paid. The territorial integrity of the republic 
will be fully protected and it is not the purpose of the 
United States to assume a protectorate over the country 
or to interfere or take part in its domestic affairs ex- 
cept to administer its fiscal affairg for the purpose stated. 
This arrangement, which the United States was morally 
bound to accept, probably saves Santo Domingo from 
invasion and humiliation. The American Government 
has been repeatedly, explicitly and emphatically in- 
formed by more than one of the great powers that it 
ought either to try to evolve some order out of the 
financial chaos in the Dominican Republic or permit 
them to do so under the protection of their warships. 
The arrangement now established should, and we be- 
lieve it will, lead to a sweeping reform in the financial 
condition of Santo Domingo which, as officially stated 
by the authorities at Washington, ‘has more than once 
in the last decade brought the United States -Govern- 
ment face to face with questions fraught with imminent 
peril.” Aside from the immunity from European ag- 
gression to which Santo Domingo is entitled under the 
Monroe Doctrine, she has a special claim upon the neigh- 
borly consideration and protection of the United States. 
In 1871 her people, by a vote that was almost unani- 
mous, declared for annexation to the United States, and 
the fulfillment of that desire would have been a fortunate 
arrangement for both countries. The plan, however, 
was defeated at Washington through the hostility of the 
late Senator Sumner, and from that day to this the 
island republic has been the victim of depression, dis- 
order and unstable government. Her industries have 
languished, her resources have been squandered and her 
people burdened with debt and taxation. It was only in 
July of last year that a court of arbitration gave an 
award of about $4,000,000 in favor of the United States 
on certain delayed claims, and the financial condition 
of Santo Domingo was so desperate that the United 
States Government was authorized to take possession of 
the four principal ports on the north side of the island, 
one of which, Puerto Plata, is now under the control of 
American officials. It is morally certain that these and 
all the other hardships which Santo Domingo has suf- 
fered since 1871 would have been avoided by the an- 
uexation to the United States which she so earnestly 
desired. 
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As a matter of course the task which the United States 
has undertaken in behalf of Santo Domingo will impose 
a large amount of important work upon the Navy. As 
soon as the: Government was notified of the successful 
negotiation of the protocol by Commander Dillingham, 
orders were cabled to Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, 
commander-in-chief of the Caribbean Sea Squadron, di- 
recting him to take his flagship, the Newark, to Santo 
Domingo city. After his arrival there Admiral Sigsbee 
cabled the Navy Department requesting that a ship of 
the Tacoma class be sent to Dominican waters to relieve 





him at Santo Domingo city and leave him free to cruise 
around generally, visiting all the ports of the island. 
This suggestion will be adopted in all probability and in 
addition the Newport is to go to Samana Bay later on. 
In the meantime the torpedoboat destroyer Stewart has 
arrived in Dominican waters and will act as a dispatch 
boat. 
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There are signs that China, after ages of inertness 
and decay, has entered upon a period of military de- 
velopment. Reports from Pekin state that a commis- 
sion on army reorganization has not only devised an 
extensive project of defense for the northern provinces, 
which would be the first objective of an invasion from 
the sea, but has also submitted a plan for universal 
military service throughout the empire with a maxi- 
mum period of ten years, three to be passed in the 
Regular Army, three in the first reserve, three in the 
second reserve, and three in the landwehr. For the 
development of this system it is proposed that each 
province shall first enroll 1,000 specially selected men to 
serve as a corps of instruction. The training will be 
patterned partly after the German system and partly 
after the Japanese, the latter having disclosed certain 

- features in the present war which are regarded as speci- 
ally valuable. To protect the northern provinces it is 
proposed to organize a separate army of 252,000 men 
organized in forty-two infantry divisions, composed of 
twelve battalions of 500 men each, with a proportional 
strength of cavalry and artillery. The development of 
this northern army will be observed with world-wide 
interest. Through experience costly and bitter, China 
has been forced to a sense of her national weakness. 
Her crushing defeat in the war of 1894 with Japan, 
and the affair of 1900 when the troops of the allied 
powers marched into Pekin and put the dynasty to 
flight, made China realize that while she had vast 
military resources, she had but little military strength. 
Since then there has been a gradual awakening of the 
national spirit throughout the empire, and this spirit is 
finding expression in a gradual rehabilitation of mili- 
tary institutions. Large numbers of German and Jap- 
anese officers have been engaged as instructors in the 
military schools of China; thousands of young Chinese 
are receiving military instruction in Japan; Chinese 
gun factories are turning out excellent examples of 
ordnance patterned after the newest European models, 
and it is quite probable that many Chinese army officers 
are with the Japanese armies in the field for purposes 
of observation. 
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The chagrin of her defeat by Japan, the humiliation 
inflicted by the invasion of her capital in 1900 and the 
enormous indemnity assessed upon her because of the 
Boxer troubles of that year, and above all, the realiza- 
tion that her territorial integrity at present depends 
wholly upon the protection of friendly nations—these 
facts seem to have aroused in China a sentiment in favor 
of creating a powerful military system. This resentment 
is bound to be strengthened by China’s immediate con- 
tact with the belligerents in the present war. That con- 
flict is a constant peril to China. If either Russia or 
Japan should decide to extend its military operations in- 
to Chinese territory beyond Manchuria, China alone 
would be powerless to prevent it. All she could do 
would be to ask the great neutral powers to protect her 
against the invasion. Her northern provinces are al- 
most defenseless, yet it is there that an invasion from 
the sea would seek its first foothold. Thus situated, 
with a population of 400,000,000, yet with an army al- 
most immeasurably inferior to that of Japan, whose 
population is but little more than a tenth of her own. 
her territory offers an increasing temptation to other 
powers and her integrity even now threatened by Rus- 
sia—it is only natural that China should seek safety in 
military development. Her own security would appear 
to require the creation of an army large enough in size 
and efficiency to afford the amplest defense for her 
northern frontier. To become in any effective sense a 
military power China will have to entirely reverse the 
teaching of many centuries as to the relative value of 
soldiers and civilians, and to introduce into her military 
administration a degree of honesty and fidelity to official 
obligations which she has never yet shown herself cap- 
able of. The Chinese are undoubtedly, as a race, a 
people of superior intellectual ability, but as Sir Fred- 
erick Bruce, who knew this people well, is reported to 
have said through a spiritualist who was interviewing 
him after his death, “they haven’t back-head enough.” 
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American diplomacy has won another triumph in per- 
suading the great powers to renew their pledge to pro- 
tect the territorial integrity of the Chinese Empire. The 
recent intimation of Russia that she might extend the 
field of her military operations beyond the boundaries of 
Manchuria because of alleged violations of neutrality by 
China and the report that certain European nations 
were resolved to force a partition of China after the 
termination of the present war, caused the American 
Government ten days ago to invite the powers to reiter- 
ate their assurances in favor of maintaining the ad- 
ministrative and territorial integrity of the Chinese Em- 
pire. Favorable replies have been received from every 
government to which the note was addressed, and the re- 
sult is that for the present at least China is secure 
against the peril which menaced her two weeks ago. In 
thus procuring a renewal of the international agreement 


to guard China against invasion and dismemberment 
the United States has not only thwarted any sinister 
purpose which Russia may have had in view, but has 
also newly demonstrated the increasing and beneficent 
influence which American diplomacy has acquired in 
international affairs. The achievement is one that the 
American people will contemplate with pride and satis- 
faction. 
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Our Government is confronted with an embarrassing 
problem arising from the Boxer uprising in China in 
1900. In adjudicating the claims of various nations for 
damages suffered in the Boxer affair an award of more 
than $24,000,000 was made to the United States and 
similar or larger sums were awarded to other powers, 
all payable in annual installments. In ascertaining the 
claims of citizens of the United States it has been found 
that they do not exceed $2,000,000 all told, and have al- 
ready been paid in full from the sums received from 
China. It will be seen, therefore, that under the present 
arrangement the United States will ultimately receive 
some $22,0000,000, upon which it has no real claim, and 
the Government is in doubt as to what it should do in 
the matter. It is pointed out that if we refused to ac- 
cept the overplus or returned it to China the perform- 
ance would be a reflection upon the honesty of other na- 
tions which received equal or even larger awards, and 
that if we received and kept it the feeling would be that 
we had unjustly imposed upon a poor and feeble nation 
whose people are already sorely burdened with taxes and 
who need their own revenues for projects of education 
and internal development. ‘The question is one of some 
delicacy, but we have no doubt it will be settled accord- 
ing to the requirements of honesty and justice. In 1885 
the United States returned to China $300,000 which she 
had paid as indemnity for damages incorrectly alleged to 
have been suffered by American interests in the Canton 
riots of 1858. It was only a few years ago that we re- 
turned to Canada upwards of $15,000,000 remaining from 
an indemnity she had paid on account of damages sus- 
tained by American interests in the fisheries controversy, 
and there is a large sum remaining from the total of 
the award on the Alabama Claims which will some day 
probably be repaid to Great Britain. The money in- 
demnity which General Scott brought from Mexico at 
the close of the Mexican War was not returned, but was 
devoted to the humane purpose of maintaining the Sol- 
diers’ Home at Washington. The whole record of the 
United States in its dealing with indemnities received 
from other nations is highly creditable. 
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While our correspondents are discussing the subject 
of promotion by selection in the Army and the Navy, the 
President of the United States presents the most pow- 
erful argument against it, so far as the choice of candi- 
dates is to be left to the judgment of any single man. 
Much adverse criticism is being quietly expressed at 
the War Department at the action of the President in 
withdrawing from the Senate the nomination of Major 
Edward 8S. Fowler, Assistant Chief of the Record and 
Pension Office, and substituting therefor the name of 
Alexander S. Brodie, of Arizona, a personal friend of 
the President’s and a member of the “Rough Riders” 
of 1898. No good reason for this change has as yet been 
vouchsafed by the appointing power and none is known 
at the War Department except that the President de- 
sired to appoint his old friend Mr, Brodie, and, seeing 
the likelihood of Congress abolishing the office, grasped 
the last opportunity by withdrawing the name of Major 
Fowler, who was given the appointment last August. 
While there are many officers in the Army on duty at 
the War Department who have never believed that it 
was legal to appoint a civilian to this position, there is 
no one, so far as we have been able to find, who thinks 
that the withdrawal of Major Fowler’s name and the 
substitution for it of the name of another civilian, Mr. 
Brodie, is in any way just or warranted. There is abso- 
lutely nothing against Major Fowler and no one pretends 
that there is. The withdrawal of his name and the ap- 
pointment of Mr. Brodie is a rank piece of favoritism 
and it is to be hoped that the Senate will so view it and 
refuse to confirm the nomination. 
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Inasmuch as the Isle of Pines was part of the consid- 
eration in return for which the United States was per- 
mitted to establish naval stations on the coast of Cuba, 
the present attempt in Congress to prevent the ratifica- 
tion of the transaction should be promptly defeated. The 
leaders of this movement represent American citizens 
who established homes and invested money in the Isle of 
Tines during the military occupation of Cuba with the 
confident belief that the island would be permanently re- 
tained by the United States, and that if the island is now 
transferred to Cuba they will be forced into an obnoxious 
expatriation. The reply to this is that they went to the 
Isle of Pines at their own risk, with no assurance what- 
ever that the island should become a permenent posses- 
sion of the United States, and that there will be ample 
security for their interests under Cuban sovereignty. 
The Isle of Pines is strategically of no account whatever, 
having no harbors of any consequence, while the waters 
surrounding it are shallow and impossible of navigation 
by modern warships. Geographically and in all other re- 
spects it is a dependency of Cuba and has already been 
so recognized by the United States Government. To 
withhold it from her on the ground that American citi- 
zens have taken up their residence there would be an act 
of bad policy and bad faith. 
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Speaking of Mr. Hull’s amendment to the Army bill 
prohibiting officers above the rank of major from re- 
ceiving full pay when serving with the militia, a corres- 
pondent says. “Anything Congress determines is good 
enough for a major to do is good enough for a lieutenant 
colonel or colonel. This has been evidenced time and 
again in the Staff Department. If we were trying to 
differentiate this question as to why the major limit is 
put on in Army bill, it would probably be found that 
Congress is only in the mood to allow any man $72.92 
pay proper and $48 commutation for quarters when he 
is on the militia duty. The retired pay is his anyhow, 
and the major immediately strikes a balance on this 
extra or real pay for the office, and finds that if there is 
any way in the world whereby he can ‘pull in’ $120 a 
month he would take it in preference to dancing attend- 
ance upon a Governor and be run to death by military 
conundrums he cannot answer. The uniform question 
comes in also, and the club prerequisites, the wines and 
dines, and where is the $120 per month? So he re- 
mains at home and shovels snow and saws wood to make 
money. The captains and lieutenants are, of course, not 
‘in it’; their savings are a minus quantity, and if they 
are good enough for the detail, there are many other and 
more paying jobs equally agreeable, such as gate-keeper 
or watchman, switchman, ete. The 236 brigadier gen- 
erals, retired, each drawing $62.50 per month more than 
they would do as colonels retired, involve the Govern- 
ment in an outlay of $170,000 per year very nearly—a 
sort of pension for patriotic services during the Civil 
War, and by the time all these sixty-four-year-old heroes 
have died (say for the average five years, $800,000)—the 
agony for the country will be over. Then again as you 
perceive, Washington himself did not take much stock 
in the patriotism common in his day sufficing to support 
whole families, since he has said, ‘A soldier reasoned 
with upon the goodness of the cause he is engaged in and 
the inestimable rights he is contending for, hears you 
with patience and acknowledges the truth of your ob- 
servation, but adds that it is of no more importance to 
him than to others. The officer makes you the same 
reply with the further remark, that his pay will not sup- 
port him, and he cannot ruin himself and family to serve 
his country when every member of the community is 
equally interested and benefitted by his labor. The few, 
therefore, who act upon principles of disinterestedness, 
comparatively speaking, are no more than a drop in the 
ocean.’ And here we may add in the usual phraseology 
of the Army, ‘they have something outside their pay’.” 
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The Navy General Board devoted practically the entire 
time of its session on Jan. 24 to the consideration of the 
situation in San Domingo. Rear Admiral Converse, 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, brought to the board’s 
attention the subject of the Navy’s part in the policy as- 
sumed by this Government and a careful study of the 
needs of the situation, and the steps which must be taken 
by the Navy to meet it, has been begun. No definite 
plans for the North Atlantic Fleet have been recom- 
mended by the General Board after May 25, but a pro- 
gram is now under consideration. It is by no means im- 
probable that the Battleship Squadron will go first to the 
Azores and from there to Lisbon, a favorite port among 
the officers and men of the American Navy. In the event 
that the battleships go to Lisbon, it is possible that the 
Cruiser Squadron will go to some English port. Were 
it not for the dense fogs which are frequent on the New 
England coast the fleet would spend the summer in New 
England waters. The same objection applies to a cruise 
in Canadian waters. Another objection to keeping the 
fleet in home waters is the large number of requests 
which come to the Navy for the ships to go here and 
there and furnish the attraction for flower shows, car- 
nivals and various kinds of local gala demonstrations. 
These interfere seriously with the regular routine of the 
fleet and prevent the execution of drills and exercises. 
It is generally admitted that the trip to the Mediterra- 
nean last summer was far from being a success, and it 
is desired that the mistakes then made shall be avoided 
another year.

Under instruction from the Navy Department, and 
upon the recommendation of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Ordnance, the New Orleans has dismounted most of her 
guns and left them at Midway Island and Guam, to be 
emplaced for the partial protection of these stations. 
When the vessel arrives at the Puget Sound naval sta- 
tion her battery will be completely changed. The guns 
of the New Orleans were bought with the vessel, and as 
they, as well as the ship, were built abroad, it has been 
deemed the best policy to install a complete American 
battery before the ship again goes into commission for 
sea. The New Orleans has been in steady commission 
since March 18, 1898, and during that time has been 
most of the time in the East. Extensive changes will 
be made in the internal arrangements, and the ventila- 
tion will be especially attended to, It will be many months 
before the ship will be ready for sea, and in the meantime 
her crew and officers will be available for service else- 
where.

Lieut. Col. E. S. May, of the British army, in his val- 
uable work on “Principles and Problems of Imperial De- 
fense,” takes the position that the unprepared condition 
of our coast defenses in the Spanish War compelled the 
United States Navy to take a defensive attitude when it 
should have been on the offensive. “The long coast line 








of the United States,” he says, and he speaks the truth, 
“was notoriously inadequately defended. What produced 
uneasiness in professional men quickly engendered panic 
amongst the populace. We read of unmeasured, irra- 
tional, unworthy terrors amongst the inhabitants of the 
Atlantic seaport towns. Contemptible very possibly, and 
ill-founded beyond doubt, but still real, actual, transitive 
and therefore not to be disregarded by a popularly con- 
stituted government. A government whose existence de- 
pends upon an electorate cannot disregard popular clam- 
or and the feelings of the multitude, and without some 
permanent protection to their coast it would be in the 
power of an enemy seriously to embarrass the policy of 
the country by working on the weaknesses, fears and 
ignorance of the population. Because the American coast 
defenses did not inspire the masses with confidence, the 
Government had to use the Navy to supplement them 
and make good their inadequacy; and the fleets, whose 
true role should have been an offensive one, had to be 
content in the first place with a defensive attitude.”

In an official statement Secretary Morton says: “That 
while the information sent to Congress in regard to the 
money expended on the two battleships, Louisiana and 
Connecticut, up to Sept. 30 last, was correct, the infor- 
mation was entirely misleading, and that no fair com- 
parison Gan be made as to the cost of building ships in 
Government yards and private yards from the figures 
furnished. The figures show that up to Sept. 30, 1904, 
$2,334,937 had been expended on the Connecticut, and 
$3,548,250 on the Louisiana. These figures did not show 
that there was only $121,000 expended by the Bureau of 
Ordnance on the Connecticut, and that the same bureau 
expended $1,168,000 on the Louisiana. The figures 
should not be used by anyone for the purpose of show- 
ing that it costs more in private yards to build our bat- 
tleships than it does in our Government yards, or vice 
versa, because comparisons are odious until in every re- 
spect the ships shall have been both completed.” It is 
interesting to recall the fact that Rear Admiral Wash- 
ington Lee Capps in his annual report intimated very 
strongly that the experiment of building a battleship in 
a Government yard had not proved advantageous from 
an economical standpoint. 
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Major Robert C. Van Vliet, 10th U.S. Infantry, re- 
gards the rod-bayonet issued with the new Springfield 
rifle as a flimsy and unsatisfactory implement. ‘The 
gun itself,’ he adds, in a criticism published in the 
Journal of the United States Artillery Association, “is 
a beauty, and comes up like a shot-gun, than which 
nothing could be better. To have it spolied by the pres- 
ent rod-bayonet is a pity. As for using it as a cleaning 
rod I am opposed to that feature also; a cleaning rod is 
an abomination—a weighted cord with cloth attached 
is the proper thing. ‘The present bayonet used on the 
Krag is not much longer than the rod-bayonet, if any, 
but is a strong, formidable weapon. I believe that the 
bayonet and the intrenching tool should be the same 
article, both because the soldier’s equipment should not 
be added to, and because the shape of one lends itself to 
the uses of the other. Nearly all our intrenchments 
before Santiago were dug with the bayonet, and I never 
heard that they were injured thereby. Of course the 
balance of the piece is destroyed by placing a big heavy 
bayonet upon the muzzle, but when the necessity for that 
arises the balance is of little moment.”

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As revised in committee, the Navy Apppropriation Bill 
provides for an expenditure of about $103,000,000, a 
reduction of upwards of $10,000,000 in the original es- 
timate. There is a disposition among the advocates of 
continuous naval construction to agree to the proposed 
reduction, although it is felt that the original estimate 
was none too large. The reduced sum would provide for 
additional battleships as well as for uninterrupted work 
on vessels now under construction, and for that reason 
there will probably be no attempt to restore the estimate 
to the original figures. As foreshadowed in these col- 
umns several weeks ago, the pressure for a river and 
harbor bill seems likely to succeed, a measure having al- 
ready been prepared providing for cash appropriations 
of $20,000,000 and authorizations for additional work to 
cost $25,000,000 more. Any attempt to carry this through 
by forcing further reductions in the Navy appropriation 
will be regarded by the people as a scheme to retard the 
needful development of the National defenses and should 
be treated as such by all patriotic men in Congress. 


It is understood that Capt. Richard Wainwright, U.S. 
N., has been selected as one of the naval members of the 
joint board appointed by President Roosevelt, on the 
recommendation of Secretary Taft, for the purpose of 
making a complete revision of the Endicott plan for 
coast defenses. In addition to Captain Wainwright, it 
is not unlikely that Capt. Royal R. Ingersoll, U.S.N., at 
present a member of the examining board, may be select- 
ed. The board will hold its meetings in Washington, 
and will convene as soon as all the members have been 
selected. The conclusions of the board will finally be 
embodied in a report from the Secretary of War to the 
President and by him transmitted to Congress. The mat- 
ter is held to be of prime importance and the recom- 
mendations of the board will include all of the lessons 
learned from the experiences of Japan and Russia in 
the present war. Careful consideration will be given to 








the work already in progress and the result is looked for 
with much interest by Army and Navy officers alike.

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The officers of the Navy serving as aides to the rear 
admirals are to have the additional pay provided by the 
Revised Statutes to officers serving as aides to major 
generals. This is the decision of the Supreme Court, an- 
nounced Jan. 23 in the test case of Walter S. Crosley, 
presented by Messrs. George A. and William B. King, 
some weeks ago. The court, in the same decision, denies 
the right to mounted pay for this sort of service. This 
decision gives special satisfaction to Navy officers in 
view of the decision of the same court in the Thomas 
case denying ten per cent. increase at sea to officers of 
the Navy. The claim in the Crosley case was divided 
into two parts, one claiming $200 additional pay pro- 
vided specially by Section 1261 of the Revised Statutes, 
and the other claiming the mounted pay given under 
Army Regulations’ to officers of the staff. The court 
holds that mounted pay is intended to apply only to of- 
ficers who may have to make expenditures for that pur- 
pose and that it follows that officers serving as aides on 
board a ship are not subject to this expense. Although 
the individual benefit, at this time, to officers of the 
Navy from this decision is not great, it will be welcome 
to a number who have seen servite as aides, especially 
on foreign stations where expenses were heavy. 


—_— 


Already the question of the probable successor to Brig. 
Gen. John P, Story, as Chief of Artillery, is receiving 
consideration at the War Department. General Story 
will reach the age of retirement on Aug. 25. While there 
are many candidates for the position of Chief of Artil- 
lery, it is generally believed that Col. Samuel M. Mills, 
Art. Corps, now in command of the Artillery District of 
Boston, will be selected for the billet. It is suggested 
that Colonel Ennis, who will retire Dec. 26, 1905, four 
months after General Story, should, in order to give him 
the honor of being retired at the head of his corps, be 
appointed and then retired. Colonel Ennis, in any event, 
would be retired with the rank of brigadier general, and 
it would seem much more fitting, in view of his recog- 
nized ability as an Artillery officer and his long and 
meritorious service in that arm of the Service, to place 
him on the retired list as Chief of Artillery. Colonel 
Mills, who does not retire until Dec. 15, 1907, will prob- 
ably receive the permanent appointment. 
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Judge Advocate General Davis, of the Army, this week 
decided that the special Service medals for officers and 
enlisted men of the Regular Army who served in the 
Spanish War or in any of the military campaigns since, 
cannot be issued, under the War Department orders, to 
officers and men of the Marine Corps or the Navy. The 
question arose through a formal request for one of these 
medals made by Capt. Harry Leonard, Marine Corps, 
who served with such credit in the China campaign. In 
his opinion in the case General Davis calls attention to 
the fact that the President of the United States is em- 
powered by law to fix the uniform of the United States 
Army and that the medals are to be issued as a part of 
this uniform. There is nothing to authorize the Presi- 
dent to make medals of this description a part of the uni- 
form of either the Navy or the Marine Corps, and until 
such an order is issued service medals cannot be issued 
to them.

Pay Director Arthur J, Pritchard, U.S.N., who was 
retired Feb. 12, 1898, has been detached from duty at the 
navy pay office, Baltimore, Md., after a tour of active 
duty since May 1, 1902. He will be relieved on March 
15 by Pay Inspr. Charles M. Ray, U.S.N., who has been 
in charge of the naval storekeeper’s office at the Naval 
Academy. The policy of the Department is to curtail 
more and more the detail of retired officers for active 
service, and it is understood that before the expiration 
of the term set by the Personnel law the number of re- 
tired officers on active duty will be brought to as near 
zero as possible. In view of the fact that the detail of 
retired officers for active duty is the most effective ar- 
gument against the increase of the active list, the Sec- 
retary of the Navy has, so far as possible, used his in- 
fluence against such details.

Among the estimates submitted from the Navy De- 
partment by the Secretary of the Treasury are items for 
the construction of officers’ quarters and marine bar- 
racks on the Midway Islands. According to a communi- 
cation from General Elliott, commanding the Marine 
Corps, the marines stationed at Midway are sheltered by 
tents, and as it has been determined to make the post a 
permanent one, it is considered necessary to have suitable 
quarters erected as soon as possible. The estimate sub- 
mitted by Secretary Shaw calls for a sum not to exceed 
$10,000. It is believed that Congress will appropriate 
that amount without discussion. Midway Island is a 
relay station for the Pacific cable between San Francisco 
and Manila. cs 
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The Navy Department is face to face with the serious 
problem of desertions. In the three months of last fall, 
during which the ships of the North Atlantic Fleet were 
in dock at the several navy yards, more than five hun- 
dred men deserted. In the case of one battleship more 
than one hundred men deserted. ‘The facts have been 
under consideration by the Bureau of Navigation for 
some time, but thus far no satisfactory remedy is sug- 
gested, 
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Lieut. Comdr. Albert P. Niblack, U.S.N., in a paper 
published in the Proceedings of the Naval Institute, 
complains that while the services of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps in the wars with Great Britain, with Tripoli 
and with Spain, have been so commanding as to receive 
universal recognition, their equally important but less 
conspicuous services in the Mexican War and the Civil 


War have been entirely overshadowed by those of the 
Army. The Navy and Marine Corps, he continues, are 
suffering to-day from a similar eclipse in the history of 
the Philippine insurrection, the peace proclamation of 
July 4, 1902, not mentioning in the slightest way the 
services of the Navy and Marine Corps, but awarding 
to the Army the entire credit for putting down the re- 
volt. Commander Niblack concludes that the reports of 
commanding officers of the Navy and Marine Corps 
from 1898 to 1902, inclusive, are rather meager, and he 
therefore presents a summary, chronologically arranged, 
of the engagements and incidents of the entire campaign 
of the Navy and Marine Corps in the Philippines during 
the period indicated as set forth in printed reports, with 
the hope that other officers may add to it from facts 
within their own knowledge, the purpose being to obtain 
a fuller history of the campaign than is now available. 
In G.O. No. 55, of July 19, 1901, the Navy Department 
published a list of medals of honor and commendatory 
letters awarded to officers and enlisted men of the Navy 
and Marine Corps for services in China, the Philippines, 
etc. Of the medals of honor fifty-six were for services 
in China and seven for services in the Philippines, while 
of the commendatory letters thirty-five were for services 
in China and fifteen for services in the Philippines. This 
list, Commander Niblack contends, is incomplete, and 
he holds that a full list of the officers and men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps who have received medals of 
honor or letters of commendation for services in the 
Philippines should now be published. “The individuals 
who get numbers, or medals of honor, or commendatory 
letters,” he continues, ‘‘of course owe something to 
special opportunity. ‘The sinking of the Merrimac at 
Santiago was all right, but there were enough volunteers 
to sink a mile of such ships. The opportunity to be al- 
lowed to sink her was a reward in itself and quite a 
sufficient one for the individual, but in conferring special 
honors on its brave and daring, a service also honors 
itself. When Great Britain makes field marshals and 
peers of its distinguished soldiers, it loses nothing in 
reflected military prestige, and it is this view of the 
case that we seem-to miss. In honoring Hobson and 
his crew, the Navy honored itself. That is the important 
point.” 
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’ The new stone drydock at the navy yard, Portsmouth, 
N.H., which has been under construction for four years 
past, has been completed. It is the biggest completed 
structure of its kind on this continent. Its total length 
from caisson to top of coping is 750 feet, the length on 
the floor being 728 feet. It has a width from coping to 
coping of 130 feet, and a width on floor of eighty feet, or 
twenty feet wider than the Charlestown dock, soon to be 
opened. At mean high water there is thirty feet of 
water over the sill of the dock and thirty-three feet at 
extreme high water. The sides of the dock are set against 
the rock backing, with concrete filling between, and, with 
the altar stones, are of very heavy granite. The 
bottom of the dock has a solidity that probably has never 
been exceeded in a structure of this kind. There are 144 
keel blocks, the foundation being masses of granite four 
feet thick, set on concrete. The bilge blocks, ranged on 
either side, are seventy-two in number and are likewise 
solidly bottomed. Granite steps lead to the floor of the 
dock at various points, and the terraced effect of the 
sloping sides is broken by a number of smooth ‘“‘slides,” 
down which material may be tobogganed when needed. 
The steel caisson is of the double-end type, and contains 
the necessary tanks for its own flooding and raising, 
together with a twenty-five horsepower engine, with 
boiler and pumps. To flood the dock water enters from 
the outside through fifteen-inch valves in the caisson 
to a sufficient extent to float the caisson, and then, the 
latter rising, the water comes into the dock from under- 
neath in increased volume. To empty the dock three 
large pumps throw 43,000 gallons of water a minute and 
a small one 4,500 gallons a minute, making a total of 
133,500 gallons a minute. There is also in the pump 
well a thirty horsepower motor connected with a five- 
stage centrifugal pump, for opening and closing the three 
forty-five inch pump valves and the ninety-six inch cul- 
vert gate. The pump well is fitted with two circular 
galleries, reached by stairways, and has a concrete floor. 
The motive power for the pump well is generated by a 
set of three boilers of 500-horsepower each, two 750- 
horsepower engines and continuous current generators 
of 250 volts. Cables laid in concrete conduits convey 
the electrical power to the pump well. The new dry- 
dock was flooded and pumped out on Jan. 20 with the 
greatest success. The pumps worked perfectly and 
completely emptied the big basin in two hours, four 
minutes and forty seconds. This is nearly thirty minutes 
inside the stipulations of the contract. 
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The opening of the School for Bakers will shortly be 
inaugurated at Fort Riley as contemplated by recent or- 
ders from the War Department. This school, which it 
has been the desire of the Commissary Department to 
establish for some time, will be under the directing hand 
of Capt. M. S. Murray, Commissary, now on duty at 
Fort Riley. Captain Murray has for several years been 
deeply interested in the bread question, as it concerns 
the Army, and while on duty in Washington as assist- 
ant to the Commissary General, he gave the subject con- 
siderable study. In order that he might have a practical 
knowledge of converting the flour ration into bread, with 
the object constantly in view of obtaining the highest 
grade of the article with the greatest possible saving of 
the ration, he has done the practical part of the work 
himself, from the manufacturing of the yeast to the 
taking of the brown loaves from the oven. In the es- 
tablishing of the school at this time, the Department is 
fortunate in having such an officer at Fort Riley. The 
flour savings mean a great deal to any organization. 
During the quarter just ended, at Fort Riley, where 
thére are twenty organizations, they amounted to almost 
one thousand dollars. This sum distributed pro rata will 
aid materially in securing extras for the men’s table 
and consequently add to their contentment. With poor 
bakers such a savings would be impossible. It is only 
the best and the most intelligent bakers that can reduce 
the waste of the flour ration to the minimum. Again 











the quality of the bread served on the table means not a 
little to the man depending upon the ration to satisfy the 
inner needs. The class of eighteen men will be divided 
into groups, and the subject of breadmaking from the 
growth of the grain of wheat to the turning out of the 
“staff of life’ will be thoroughly studied. There will be 
lectures by Captain Murray during the different periods 
of the season, in which chemistry will probably be lightly 
touched upon, in order that the embryo bakers may have 
a thorough and intelligent understanding of what the 
ingredients they use are made of. An expert in the prep- 
aration of the different kinds of yeasts, will be employed 
by the Commissary Department as an instructor in this 
important subject. At a recent test made in the bakery 
at Fort Riley, to ascertain which produced the most bread 
from a given quantity of ingredients, the machine-made 
bread came out on top by a very small margin. 
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A board consisting of Comdr. Edward B. Barry, 
Lieut. Comdr. George R. Salisbury and Civil Engr. 
Ernest H. Brownell, U.S.N., had charge of the second 
test of an apparatus for coaling warships at the navy 
yard, New York, Jan. 21. The test was held on the 
Cob Dock at the rear of the receiving ship Hancock. A 
report will be sent to the Navy Department. The first 
test was held last August and was not thoroughly satis- 
factory. The machine is expected to deliver coal on 
board warships at the rate of nearly a hundred tons an 
hour. It consists of a gigantic shovel or scoop with a 
lifting capacity of a ton at each “mouthful.” A coal 
tower runs along the top of the coal bunker sheds built 
for the reception of coal. A barge loaded with coal 
runs along the pier. The big shovel above dips into her 
load and in a short time it is all transferred to the 
bunkers high in air. Then a warship when it wishes 
to load comes alongside and a chute door is opened and 
the ship is loaded. The shovel has already reached in 
unofficial tests seventy tons an hour. The Government 
demand is for sixty-five tons. 
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Capt. Simon Lake, inventor of the Lake type of sub- 
marine boat and president of the Lake Submarine Tor- 
pedoboat Company, according to advices from Bridge- 
port, Conn., is going to leave this country, take his 
equipment abroad and establish a plant in some Buro- 
pean country. Captain Lake is quoted in the New York 
Herald as follows: ‘It has been the dream of my 
twenty years of study to have my beat adopted by my 
native country, but I have received scant consideration 
at Washington. I have been denied the tests I ask for 
my boat. I shall leave at once. The markets of Europe 
are open to me and I have received flattering offers, We 
will continue in this country facilities to enable us to 
do business, and we might build boats for certain South 
American nations at a plant here. You can deny the re- 
port that our company is to prefer charges against Sec- 
retary Morton. There is absolutely no truth, either, in 
the report that we withdraw from the competition. I 
am still an American citizen and hope to remain one.” 
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Brig. Gen. Joseph Wheeler, U.S.A., was in attendance 
at the presentation of prizes to students at the Mexican 
National Military College, at the Chapultepec Amphi- 
theater in the City of Mexico on January 8, as the guest 
of President Diaz. An interview published in the Daily 
Record of that city on the day following contains an in- 
teresting statement of the impressions he received on that 
occasion. General Wheeler remarks that his work as a 
member of Congress and as a member, on various oc- 
casions, of the Board of Visitors to the United States 
Military Academy, led him to make extensive inquiries 
concerning the other great military schools of the world, 
and he adds: “I do not hesitate to say that the Mili- 
tary College at Chapultepec compares most favorably 
with all other similar institutions. I have also been 
most favorably impressed with the officers of the Mexi- 
can army. ‘They show great intelligence, are well-in- 
formed, maintain most excellent administration and dis- 
cipline. The officers of the engineer corps and artillery 
whom I have had the pleasure of meeting are thorough- 
ly equipped in their professions.” 
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The War Department has received the proceedings and 
findings in the court-martial case of Capt. David B. 
Mulliken, 27th Inf., who was recently tried on the 


charges of duplication of his pay accounts and making 
false statements to the War Department. Captain 
Mulliken was found guilty by the court and sentenced 
to be dismissed from the Army. His case has not yet 
been acted upon by the President. It was set forth in 
the specifications to the charges under which Captain Mul- 
liken was tried that while he was married to a Filipino 
woman three years ago, that he has since that time regu- 
larly reported himself as a single mau in his reports to 
the War Department. This charge was proven as well as 
the one alleging duplication of his pay accounts. 
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Apart from her losses in killed and wounded, Japan’s 
victory at Port Arthur is proving costly and burden- 
some. ‘The prisoners she has taken include more than 


18,000 sick and wounded who must be cared for, and 
that will require a large number of attendants who are 
needed for other duties. The Japanese are notably con- 
siderate in their treatment of prisoners and is evidently 
resolved that her captives shall have no cause for com- 
plaint. But to care for so large a body of the enemy’s 
sick and wounded will impose a heavy burden upon the 
Japanese government. 
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Six Navy colliers since Jan. 9, with a total displace- 
ment of 28,312 tons, have sailed for Culebra with coal 
for the North Atlantic Fleet during its maneuvers. The 
following is a list of the vessels which have sailed with 
coal: Abarenda, from Baltimore; Marcellus, from New- 
port News; Caesar, from Lamberts Point; Leonidas, from 
Baltimore; Hannibal, from Lamberts Point, and the 
Sterling, from Philadelphia. 
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Father George C. Waring, of the Roman Catholic 
Church, has qualified for appointment as chaplain in the 
Army and will receive his commission as such immedi- 
ately. He will rank as a first lieutenant. There are 
still two vacancies in the grade of chaplain in the Army 
to which appointments are soon to be made. 








PROMOTION BY SELECTION. 
DISTINGUISHED SERVICE LIST SCHEME. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

On your invitation to discuss the subject of ““Promo- 
tion by Selection,” the following scheme is suggested. 

Establish a ‘Distinguished Service’ list, equal in 
each arm to ten per cent. of the numbers now on the 
active list in each grade from captain to colonel, both 
inclusive, in addition to the officers now on the active 
list. Let promotions to this list be made from the next 
lower grade, by detail, to hold until the officer so de- 
tailed reaches the next grade regularly by operation of 
law, at which time his detail to the list shall terminate 
by such promotion. An officer so detailed to be nomin- 
ated and confirmed as in other promotions, and to en- 
joy exactly the same rights, emoluments, and other bene- 
fits, as any other officer of the grade to which he is thus 
promoted, eligible for any duty appropriate to such 
grade, not exempt from any duty, in every respect the 
same as any other officer of like grade. 

To determine such details, let an eligible list be es- 
tablished once each year, by a board of five officers of 
the General Staff, sworn to consider and decide solely 
on military merit every case put before them; and let it 
be required that the full military record of every appli- 
cant, and of every officer recommended by his military 
superiors for such consideration, shall be laid before 
this board which shall have power to call witnesses, 
make full inquiries, and to establish a list of officers in 
each grade, in order of merit, for such special promotion 
to the Distinguished List. : 

Let it be further enacted that all promotions to the 
Distinguished List shall be made from the list so es- 
tablished by the Board of General Staff Officers, in the 
order settled by them, and that no officer shall forfeit 
his right to such promotion except by previous promo- 
tion to the grade for which he was recommended, by 
sentence of general court-martial, or by leaving the Ser- 
vice. 

This scheme presents many advantages, and has few 
defects. The number of vacarcies is believed to be 
sufficiently great to present an opportunity for the 
spec...) promotion of every deserving officer, and to re- 
lieve the present need for additional officers. The de- 
tail feature of the scheme limits the special promotion 
to a short period, unless the beneficiary again merits 
and receives another special promotion; and the reward 
conferred would usually be amply sufficient for any 
special service that might be rendered. It would surely 
be sufficient to stimulate all ambitious officers, yet it 
would not in the least hurt the promotion, or injure the 
prospects of any officer in the Service whose opportuni- 
ties for distinguished service might have been fewer 
than those of the beneficiary. It preserves absolutely 
the seniority system, with all the safeguards that sys- 
tem gives to the patient plodder; yet gives the brilliant 
exception a legitimate opportunity to advance as rapidly 
as his talents and experience may justify his promotion. 
Further, it prevents the possibility of an erro made in 
such promotion becoming perpetual, as migut be the 
ease if such officer, so advanced, subsequently prove to 
be unequal to his larger opportunities, er to higher 
duties. Such an officer would return in a few months 
or years to his normal position, without detriment to 
himself or others, and without permanent injury to the 
Service. 

It is conceivable that by this system an extraordinary 
officer might be promoted to high rank very quickly; 
provided that by continually superior services he so de- 
served; but it is hardly conceivable that an excellent 
subaltern, elevated beyond his capacity, should continue 
to block the premotion of better men indefinitely. Such 
an officer would not exhibit the superior qualities neces- 
sary to lead to further advancement, and would fall 
back to his normal position at his step to the next higher 
grade in regular sequence of seniority. 

The above plan, of course, involves a slight increase 
in the numbers of officers of the Army; but it is not on 
that account objectionable. These additional officers 
are needed; and to supply them in this manner will 
solve the most delicate problem now before the Service. 
What possible objection can be urged against this 
scheme from a miltary point of view?

QUERIES FOR SELECTIONISTS. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 
When promotion by selection shall have become the 
law, it is fair to presume that neither the President nor 


the Secretary of War can make the selections from per- 
sonal knowledge. Nor can the Chief of Staff probably 
do this because he would seldom be acquainted with 
all, or even most, of the officers of any grade in any 
arm of the Service. In fact, he would never be exten- 
sively acquainted in more than one arm—the one, of 
course, in which he formerly served. It is therefore 
likely that the selection would have to be made by 
boards of officers. 

On what data? Shall we say on personal acquaint- 
ance? It is impossible to assemble a board of officers 
of any reasonable size whose members ever saw all the 
second lieutenants, or first lieutenants, or captains, or 
majors, in any arm of the Service. It is impossible to 
assemble such a board that is sufficiently acquainted 
with one-fifth of the officers of any of the three lower 
grades of any arm for purposes of fair and intelligent 
comparison, one with the others. 

Shall they rely on efficiency reports? It has been 
shown repeatedly that such reports are entirely worth- 
less for purposes of comparison because the officers re- 
ported on are performing different duties: some as com- 
pany commanders, some as quartermasters, some as 
commissaries, etc., etc.; some in the tropics, and some 
in Alaska; some with ample means and some with in- 
sufficient means; some are performing few duties, and 
some are burdened with many; and because some C.0.8 
attach more importance to one class of duties and some 
to a different class; and because what one C.O. would 
call very good, another would call only good, and a 
more enthusiastic one would call excellent. ; 

However plausible the theory may sound, its advo- 
cates ought to propose some kind of machinery that will 
make it work smoothly and successfully before they ex- 
pect it to replace a system that has certainly given us 
one of the best armies for its size on earth. 

But suppose that boards were infallible, what certainty 
is there that their reports will be acted upon? We know 
that reports of boards and courts founded upon written 
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evidence of the most conclusive description, have been 
utterly disregarded. Why should that not happen again? 

Previous to the year 1901 for what reasons were of- 
ficers appointed to the staff departments? Were they 
selected for merit? Is there any evidence that human 
mature has undergone an extensive change in the last 
few years? 

Before authorizing the proposed system it is hoped 
that our law makers will require something more than 
assertions as to its advantages. Among the points need- 
ing elucidation, the following are suggested: 

(1) Among officers of the same arm and grade, how 
is relative merit to be ascertained? (2) If by a board in 
peace times, state its size and composition. (3) How 
shall the selections be made in time of war, remember- 
ing that more vacancies may occur in one day then than 
in ten years in time of peace? If by board, state the 
size and composition of the board and how those officers 
are going to be spared from their proper duties at such 
a time. (4) How is it proposed to prevent selections 
for reasons other than military merit? (5) If the so- 
called “merit” plan is adopted, wherein will “selection 
for promotion” differ from any other form of Govern- 
ment patronage? JOHN SMITH. 


FAVORS SELECTION BY THE GENERAL STAFF. 


To THE EpITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Next after the General Staff there has not been in 
twenty-five years so important a question before the 
Service as promotion by selection. ‘‘Selectionist” writes 
with a rare insight of how actual conditions are, and 
how much they need to be remedied. He writes of the 
Navy, but his remarks apply equally well to the Army. 

No inconsiderable element, by this I mean officers of 
mature service, was opposed to the creation of the Gen- 
eral Staff before that measure became a law. Now that 
the Army has demonstrated to it how practical and in- 
dispensable the General Staff really is, we only wonder 
how the Army managed to get along so many years 
without it. They have been at work but a little over a 
year, and have been “doing things’ from the day they 
started. Any officer abreast of the sign language of the 
day reads only too clearly that within ten years the 
General Staff will have reorganized this Army from 
head to foot. 

Before their day, the Adjutant General, his three or 
four assistants on duty in Washington, and the Chiefs 
of the Supply and Staff Departments ran the Army. It 
is true that they ran things, but no system could have 
been worse, nor could any system have done worse. Each 
chief of bureau was king of his own bailiwick and he 
brooked no outside interference. The commanding gen- 
eral had nothing to say and the Secretary of War was 
compelled to act in accordance with the suggestions of 
the bureau chiefs or lesser officers. Unless the question 
was of great fiscal importance, he could not give his per- 
sonal attention to it. The amount of routine was be- 
yond the capacity of any one human being. It had to be 
delegated to others with the result as stated above. Mr. 
Root was gifted with the power to see a little beyond his 


nose, and he told Congress in plain words that the 
present system, that is, the system he found, would 
swamp any secretary in a war, and we all know that 
likely, he too, would have been swamped in the Philip- 
pine affairs had it not been for the one man he selected 
and installed very close to his own office. Such men are 
not always at hand. When the present war comes to a 
close all countries will be studying the lessons which 
these two countries shall offer. They will have some- 
thing to tell us about preparedness, organization, mobili- 
zation, ete. 


Speaking of these three headings, let us turn over for 
a moment to our war with Spain. When a declaration of 
war was a foregone conclusion, the War Department was 
informed, and it decided upon a conference of the bureau 
chiefs and the lesser officers on duty. It was held to 
adopt measures to meet the situation. The concentration 
of a provisional army at Chickamauga was decided up- 
on; probably many other things were also decided at this 
meeting. As ineredible as it may seem, the Surgeon 
General was not invited to this conference. The south- 
ern sick camps is only one phase in the Spanish war of 
the way the old War Department system managed af- 
fairs. We should be truly thankful that those days are 
past. They can never happen again so long as the 
General Staff endures. Whenever the old system was 
called upon to manage a war, it caused a Congressional 
or other as important an investigation to follow in its 
wake. The General Staff has, of course, to demonstrate 
whether it can manage a war without being investigated; 
but the way they have taken hold of things makes it ap- 
pear that they will be complimented by Congress rather 
than investigated should they be intrusted with the man- 
agement of a war. 

Promotion by seniority compares to promotion by se- 
lection, just as the old War Department system of 
managing the Army compares to the present General 
Staff. There is nothing terribly alarming about the 
present system of promotion; the Army is not going to 
the dogs; it has lasted these many years. But, were the 
selection system to be instituted, we would see as great 
a change for the better and a contrast over old things 
and ways as the General Staff shows above the system it 
superseded. 

There are officers who never read a professional book, 
a service magazine or paper, nor even the General Orders 
unless they are directed to some particular part. It can 
be imagined that there are officers, who, as the result of 
some injustice or continued disappointment, have as the 
years passed by them without any hope of bettering 
things, become resigned to their seeming burden, and as 
a consequence have lost all interest in the Service and 
seem to exist only for the day which shall see them sixty- 
four. I shall leave this class to others, and pass on to 
say that there is too large a proportion of officers who 
have not yet attained captaincies, who take interest only 
in schemes by which they can escape some onerous duty. 
And most all duty is onerous to them. Every regiment 
has its bad company, and one or two of this class of 
officers. They do not have to be searched for; they are 
well known to every one in the regiment. 

Nothing like promotion by selection and a system of 
retirements with a marked decrease of pay as suggested 
by “Infantry” would awaken this class to a realization 
that they would have to hustle or be forced to the wall. 

The great objection to promotion by selection is the 
underhand influence that might be urged for the un- 
worthy. Unless it can be thoroughly eliminated, the 
selection plan had better never be adopted. The present 
system may be bad, but such a plan would wreck the 
Service. To eliminate the pull and influence I offer the 
following suggestion: 

Promotions by selection to be designated by the Gen- 





eral Staff. For such a selection thirty members in rank 
above the grade (or from a different arm of equal grade) 
in question, shal] sit in a secret session; each to be 
sworn to impartiality and the session to be conducted 
much on the order of a general court; the final decision 
to be arrived at by vote, commencing with the junior 
member. The board to certify that sufficient reason ex- 
isted for eliminating the senior officer of the grade who 
had been jumped and also to certify that the record of 
every other officer pertaining to that arm and grade had 
been examined and voted upon individually, and that the 
one selected for promotion had more to his credit in the 
way of efficiency, etc., than any of the others. 

In a like manner retirements could be selected. It is 
said this retired class should not be mixed with the 
deservedly retired officers. That is very appropriate; 
change the designation, call this class the waiting list 
or anything similar; they would then be branded, out- 
siders would even know their status, and they themselves 
— try so much the harder to keep from going on this 
ist. 

The school term of two years for new officers as sug- 
gested by “Infantry,” while not exactly new, is excel- 
lent. Some one else has suggested that all new officers 
should be styled probationary officers and not given 
permanent commissions until graduated from this school. 
Character and aptitude should be made difficult subjects 
and be in the hands of exacting officers. 

Nothing but an outliné has been attempted here; the 
subject is broad, with many ramifications. But there is 
no more important question before the. Army to-day to 
engage the serious attention c! 2!) Cosirous for its wel- 
fare. ‘ LIEUTENANT OF CAVALRY. 





SELECTION AND THE RETIRED LIST. 


To THE EprITor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In your editorial commenting on the article entitled 
“Selection by Elimination” you say that the obvious ob- 
jection to that method is that “it would tend to destroy 
the value of the retired list as recognition of honorable 
service, and so overburden it that Congress and the coun- 
try might conceive a prejudice against it from which 
deserving and undeserving alike would suffer.” 

That leads to the following questions: 

1. Why not call those retired for the good of the Ser- 
vice by some other name? The English vocabulary is 
not so small but that some other suitable term could be 
found by which they could be distinguished from the hon- 
orably retired list. 

2. If it will bring the retired list into disrepute to 
place incompetents therein on one-eighth, one-quarter, 
or one-half of the lower grades, what will be the result 
if they be carried along on full pay throughout an active 
career of about forty years and then retired with three- 
quarters pay in the higher grades? 

3. There seems to be a prejudice already existing in 
the minds of some against the retired list, and I desire 
to know if that prejudice has not sprung up from the 
very fact of a number of incompetents being retired. If 
we do not take precautions to keep it a list of honorably 
retired men who have rendered honorable service there 
are many now in the Service who may never expect to 
be placed thereon for the simple reason that the little 
prejudice there is now against the retired list will grow 
if given occasion and the retired list as we know it will 
soon be a thing of the past. 

4. Is it of more value to the Government to have an 
efficient active list or a well protected retired list? If 
the Government can get better service by retiring on re- 
duced pay or otherwise putting aside the incompetents it 
certainly should be allowed to do so whatever may hap- 
pen to the retired list. 

The suggestion that officers retired for the good of the 
Service be given a small portion for their support was 
made with the idea that a man must of necessity have 
become somewhat incapacitated for making a living out- 
side after serving for a number of years in the Army 
where he has no opportunity to invest money or keep in 
touch with the business world. It is .not believed that 
any officer found incompetent has any inherent right to 
any claim against the Government for support. He 
might be wholly retired. But it has never been the dis- 
position of the Government to be harsh, so why not ac- 
cept the reduced pay as a fair and honorable way to set 
aside those who cannot come up to the standard? By 
all means preserve the retired list if we can and make 
it what it should be—an honorable place for honorable 
men of honorable service. We can do that no better than 
by weeding out in the early stages those who are not 
worthy of being borne on its rolls. It is not the lack of 
promotion that causes a deficit of enterprise in our 
Army; it is the feeling of absolute security in the posi- 
tion one is in with the absolute certainty of promotion 
if life lasts, whether the officer exert himself or not. 

An officer worth having will do his best in any and all 
grades. He will be satisfied with his promotion as it 
comes, whether that be fast or slow, provided he is not 
jumped, but jump him and you do not develop his best 
traits. You stir up a desire to make himself popular, 
to get his name before the public, and instead of weigh- 
ing matters and acting in all cases for the good of the 
Government, he acts for the good of himself. 

To start promotion by selection would be to place a 
premium on self aggrandizement to the sacrifice of all 
else. What an officer should understand is that if he 
does his duty well he may expect the promotion now pro- 
vided for by law, and that if he fail to do his duty, he 
will lose his position. No other stimulant for work will 
be needed. 

Let us fancy for an instant that the selection for merit 
system is in force. 

Mr. Blowhard gets advanced to a captaincy. He works 
so well that he soon outgrows this position and in due 
time he has passed through all the grades to his colonelcy. 
He is a fine young man and does good hard work for 
Uncle Sam. In order to keep up his courage he is pro- 
moted to a brigadier generalcy. The pressure becomes 
great, but he puts his shoulder to the wheel and draws 
another grade higher. Now what is there for Genera! 
Blowhard to work for? He may try once more to get to 
be a chief of staff. But the Government has run out of 
inducements. Will he continue to work or quit, or will 
the Government create more positions for this excellent 
man? 

When Blowhard started there were other aspirants 
who got along almost as rapidly, and in ten years we find 
the generals, colonels, lieutenant colonels and majors all 
men of under middle age. Now comes the fine time. We 
have an Army with the best (?) men at the top. All 
filled with enthusiasm; young men competent and ener- 
getic; the oldest forty, the youngest thirty. A fine lot 
of men who are living examples of what pluck and energy 
will do. They have set the example for the lieutenants 
and captains to follow. But how can they follow? What 


are they to be promoted to? There are no grades and no 
prospective vacancies. What are we going to offer as an 
inducement for the subaltern now? 

No, sir. Promotion by selection would be the death blow 
to all striving when once the upper grades were filled. 
Stagnation would be the result. There would be no 
place for meritorious men who came in after the grades 
of field officers were once filled. It would kill the very 
thing its promoters praise it for, viz.: strife. The beauty 
of promotion by seniority is that there is a constant flow 
of promotion. Every time a higher grade is filled by an 
officer younger than officers of a lower grade he blocks 
their promotion. Thirty colonels of Infantry fifty years 
of age and younger would stop all promotion of lieuten- 
ant colonels for fourteen years. The inducements the Gov- 
ernment offers for good, honest service on the part of her 
officers are sufficient. She can not afford more. 

All men who enter the military service should be con- 
tent with what she offers and if they can not give the 
Government their best work for the compensation now 
established then the Army is not their proper sphere. 
The Government must protect itself against abuse by re- 
fusing to continue in its pay its unfaithful servants.

PROMOTION BY EXAMINATION. 


Fort Ethan Allen, Vt., Jan. 18, 1905. 
To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Why should a greater amount of selection in promo- 
tion be necessary than is now authorized by law, unless 
it be to extend these laws to include all grades, not stop- 
ping as is now arbitrarily done at the grade of major, 
and to rigidly enforce these same laws? Many officers 
who have been members of examining boards the last 
few years might be able to give some interesting evi- 
dence as to their instructions for lax examinations and 
as to their recommendations of deficiencies when con- 
trasted with action somewhere higher up. It may be 
claimed that exigencies of the Service required this re- 
laxation. If so, why have further selective laws? Law 
governing examinations for promotion is sufficiently com- 
prehensive for those grades to which it now applies as 
almost to preclude anyone passing the examination, if 
the proper authorities should so elect. General efficiency 
and professional qualifications very properly include zeal, 
aptitude, genius, ete., of which any desirable standard 
could be established. Therein lies the gist of the whole 
matter. 

In promotion by examination everyone in turn has a 
right to try for the reward which his time, service, and 
efforts naturally entitle him to expect. The worthy 
should advance. The law provides for the elimination 
of the unworthy. The number of times that this pro- 
vision has been invoked are few. This may be due to 
there being few candidates for this dishonor, to a slack 
application of the law in making examinations, or to 
pressure brought to bear on the proper spot by those 
who are disadvantageously affected. For those grades 
now affected, the law appears sufficient. Some further 
practical tests and requirements could properly be in- 
cluded in its application. - If applied along the whole 
line of promotion, the test would be sufficient. The higher 
the grade the more practical and less academic should 
be the examination. 

“Promotion by selection,” or what would frequently 
happen, ‘promotion by favoritism,’ would often work 
something like this: An officer with no particular claim 
to preferment, but who has the ear and influences of the 
proper authorities, uses this means to secure an assign- 
ment over comrades, who, by reason of longer service 
and as good if not better qualifications are better fitted, 
to some post of duty that gives him the opportunity to 
bring his name before he public. He-may acquit him- 
self as well as would have done any of his seniors whom 
he has overslaughed in receiving the appointment. That 
matters not. He must be rewarded, which is done, and 
frequently to the material disadvantage, not only of his 
seniors, but also of the entire Service as well. Similarly 
for any junior who by any accident of the Service is 
placed where conspicuous service may be performed. 
A well-known daily, commenting upon a recent case, said, 
among other trenchant things, “His career has been 
most conspicuous for the rewards he has received.” It 
is thought that this echoes the sentiment of the Service 
in all similar cases. : 

If it be necessary to reward favorites, let it be done in 
a way that will not injure their fellows in the Service. 
Create a “distinguished service list,’’ of which the mem- 
bers are given extra pay of some sort and may be a 
brevet title. But members of such a list, by virtue of 
such honor alone, should receive no assignment to any 
command higher than that to which their actual rank 
entitles them. CAVALRY. 





PROMOTION BY PULL, 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The above title conveys pretty accurately the opinion 
of the writer as to what any so-called “promotion by 
selection” must surely be. As an absolute monarchy 
would be the very best form of government that could 


possibly be devised, if the right kind of monarch could 
be secured, so “promotion by selection” would be the 
very best system that could possibly be devised IF—. 

_Consider the result of following this scheme. The 
higher grades will soon be filled with men so young 
that promotion will be blocked. Other young men, also 
sons, sons-in-law, and relatives in other degrees of con- 
sanguinity, or by marriage, of Senators, Congressmen or 
other prominent men in politics or national affairs, will 
be at the bottom and there will be trouble. 

A healthy flow of promotion by seniority is as neces- 
sary for the health of the Army as is an unimpeded cir- 
culation of the blood for the health of each individual. 
Tie a string tightly about a limb and the parts below 
will decay. Block promotion to the higher grades and 
the Service will be rotten with time-serving, perfunc- 
tory performance of duty, dissatisfaction, jealousy and 
unrest. The best officers are not always to be found 
among those most known. All officers cannot be equal- 
ly well known to those charged with the duty of. selec- 
ion. 

: Modesty used to be a virtue, and it has never been 
inconsistent with a proper self-esteem and sensitiveness 
to slight and wrong. Selection (?) will surely mean more 
injustice than we have under the present system.. We 
have promotion by selection now for the higher grades, 
and that is quite sufficient; to carry the principle to 
the lower grades would be simply ruinous to all proper 


military spirit and would be a move in the interests of 

selfish ambition for place and pay. - 
Plain talk is best in a matter of this kind. The faults 

of our political system are well known, and the efficacy 
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of “pull” has been too frequently demonstrated to need 
more proof. 

A proper provision for throwing out the inefficient is 
a good thing, but I think that we have enough of that 
now. <A rigid enforcement of existing laws is a much 
better remedy than new legislation. The frequent oc- 
currence of cases of ofticers dismissed by court-martial 
and retained in service by “pull” shows pretty well what 
it would do for promotion. FIELD OFFICER. 
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In compliance with a request from the Military Sec- 
retary for an opinion on the question, the Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army has stated that: an order issued by a 
department commander purporting to grant a leave of 
absence covering a period of absence without authority 
is unwarranted and cannot be accepted by the War De- 
partment. The stated facts are as follows: Chaplain 
‘Timothy O’Keefe, 12th U.S. Cavalry, was granted a 
seven days’ leave of absence on February 17, 1904, by 
the general commanding the Department of Luzon, but 
he did not return to duty until March 3 following. Dur- 
ing the last eight days of his absence his status was that 
of absence without authority. On March 10, fifteen 
days after the expiration of the leave as originally 
granted, the general commanding issued an order pur- 
porting to extend Chaplain O’Keefe’s leave for seven 
days and subsequently a second order was issued by the 
same authority extending for one day the leave pre- 
viously granted. ‘The question presented was whether 
the two orders extending the leave were valid and wheth- 
er any amendment of record should be made at the War 
Department and at department headquarters. In pass- 
ing upon this question Adjutant General Davis points 
out that the habitual status of Army officers is that of 
present for duty and that there is no possible case in 
which an officer can of his own volition pass from that 
status to the status of absence with leave save when a 
post commander takes leave of absence in the manner 
prescribed in Paragraph No. 55 of the Army Regula- 
tions of 1901. The power to grant leave of absence is 
vested in the Secretary of War and is by him delegated, 
under certain restrictions, to commanding officers. The 
authority thus delegated is, from its nature, operative 
“in futuro” and cannot be used retroactively or to grant 
a leave as of prior date or to cause a leave to become 
operative as to time already passed. An examination of 
the case under consideration, however, shows that the 
action of the department commander was not an at- 
ten:pt to grant a leave of absence as of a prior date, 
but an effort to pass upon Chaplain O’Keefe’s pay 
status, and he had authority to decide whether the offi- 
cer was excusable for overstaying his leave. 
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Rey. Cyrus Townsend Brady, LL.D., has published as 
a volume of the “American Fights and Fighters Series,” 
a condensed account of the thrilling experiences of our 
Army during the period of Indian hostilities. It is entitled 
“Indian Fights and Fighters, the Soldier and the Sioux,” 
and is illustrated. with fine pictures from original draw- 
ings by Remington, Schreyvogel, Blumenschein, Craw- 
ford, Elwell, Deming and Zogbaum; maps, photographs 
and sketches from original sources, many of which are 
now published for the first time. In addition to what he 
has gleaned from published matter, Dr. Brady has gath- 
ered interesting material from letters written to him by 
surviving officers of our Army who participated in the 
scenes he so graphically describes. It is an inspiring 
record of heroic daring and military skill and energy 
which have added a noble chapter to the history of the 
American Army. Among the illustrations are portraits 
of numerous officers of the Army and the famous Indian 
chiefs they met upon the bloody fields of Indian warfare. 
Incidentally the author pays a feeling and most deserved 
tribute to the Army wives whose devotion to their hus- 
bands led them to brave the danger far worse than that 
which threatened the husband upon the field of battle. 
The universal testimony is that no woman who was ever 
captured by the plains Indians west of the Missouri was 
spared. “After every campaign, poor, wretched women of 
stranded and robbed emigrant trains or devastated settle- 
ments were brought into the various camps, to whom 
these Army women ministered with oving care, and from 
whom they heard frightful anc sickening details that 
froze the blood; yet the Army wife herself never faltered 
in her devotion, never failed in her willingness to follow 
wherever her husband was sent. And, save for the actual 
campaigning in the field, the Army wife was everywhere 
—sometimes there, too.” 
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Yellow fever has broken out on the Boston at Panama 
and one death and six cases have already been reported 
to the Navy and State Departments. The dead man 
was a Japanese steward and the sick men are Paymr. F. 
P. Sackett, Lieut. W. D. Leahy and Dr, Otto Kohlase, 
two Japanese and Private Lafferty of the Marine Corps. 
The official cablegrams received on the subject say that 
the new cases are mild and the privates and enlisted 
men have been removed to the hospital at Ancon. The 
despatch from Mr. Gudger, the American Consul General 
at Panama, says that “Perry and Pierce” are on board; 
it is supposed that these are surgeons attached either to 
the Army or the Marine Hospital Service on the Isth- 
mus. Orders have been issued to the Boston to go north 
to Puget Sound or elsewhere in the discretion of her 
commanding officer. An additional surgeon, Dr. Frank 
EK. McCullough, is under orders to join the ship as soon 
as she reaches a home port and assist the surgeon now 
on board. The news of the cases of yellow fever came 
as a great surprise to the Navy Department. It is sup- 
posed that they were brought on board by mosquitoes, 
as great care is taken with the drinking water. 
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Nothing will be done during the present session of 
Congress in response to the recommendation of Gen. J. 
P. Story, Chief of Artillery, that the strength of the 
Artillery) be increased. The special committee of the 
General Staff, appointed by Lieut. General Chaffee to 
consider the suggestion of the Secretary of War that the 
Artillery be increased by transfers from other arms of 
the Service, states in its memorandum report that an 
increase made in this manner would be most harmful to 
the efficiency of the Army, and is not, in their opinion. 
feasible. This view of the matter is shared by General 
Chaffee and by the Chief of Artillery. The committee 
‘loes recommend, however, that the Artillery be increased 
and it is stated at the War Department that a recom- 
mendation along this line will be made to Congress at 


its next session, when it is believed that there will be 
more hope for favorable legislation than there could 
possibly be during this session. 
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Because of the inadequate facilities at Midway Island 
the Navy Department is sending out by the Solace sev- 
eral heavy anchors and buoys to be placed there for use 
by ships touching at Midway. The Department is hope- 
ful that Congress will awake to the absolute necessity of 
providing quarters for the marines now stationed there 
to guard the cable station. These men are wintering in 
tents and the weather is so cold that it is almost a crime 
to expose them to it by giving them no better shelter. 
‘Tents: were intended only as a temporary excuse for quar- 
ters until Congress could be persuaded to provide the 
necessary money for permanent quarters. It will only 
require about ten thousand dollars to construct substan- 
tial buildings that will weather the violent storms which 
frequently sweep the islands. 
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Paymaster General Dodge may well be congratulated 
upon the fact that under his strict interpretation of the 
Army Regulations relative to duplication of pay accounts 
by officers, this pernicious practice has nearly been 
stamped out. Many cases of duplication have in the 
past ten years been brought to the attention of the au- 
thorities at the War Department which have never been 
prosecuted and which have been allowed to pass without 
public notice. General Dodge, however, fully deter- 
mined when he became Paymaster General that every 
case of duplication which came to his notice would be 
tried according to regulations. There have already been 
several dismissals for this cause, and only this week 
the War Department received the proceedings and find- 
ings in the case of Capt. David B. Mulliken, who has 
been sentenced to be dismissed. 
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We are informed on excellent authority that the 
President this week told a Senator closely identified with 
the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs that unless Con- 
gress made suitable provision this session for additional 
vessels for the Navy that he would call an extra session 
to take up the matter of naval increase immediately after 
the fourth of next March. The President is determined 
that the Navy shall be built up yearly by the addition 
of battleships and cruisers and has no patience with 
those members of Congress who are advocating no in- 
crease for this year. The impeachment case of Judge 
Swayne, now before the Senate, is occupying so much 
time that an extra session would seem to be inevitable 
in any case. 


Attention is called by the War Department to the fact 
that while the Army Appropriation Bill of this yea 


makes provision for the pay of a greatly increased num- 
ber of clerks for the General Staff of the Army, as a 
matter of fact the total number of clerks for the Army 
is not materially increased. The increase in the clerks 
for the General Staff is due to the fact that by the con- 
solidation of the Record and Pension Office with the Ad- 
jutant General’s Department and the consequent re-divi- 
sion of War Department work, several clerks were trans- 
ferred to the General Staff from those departments. Ap- 
plications for appointment, therefore, to clerkships under 
the General Staff to fill what would appear to be orig- 
inal vacancies, cannot be entertained.

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Manila despatches of January 26 state that the la- 
drones who looted the town of San Francisco de Mala- 
bon in Cavite province and carried away the wife and 
two children of ex-Governor Trias, now demand a ran- 
som for the release of the captives. In response to a 
request: from Governor Wright, Major Gen. Henry C. 
Corbin, U.S.A., commanding the Philippine Division, 
has sent to the province of Cavite the third troop of the 
2d Cavalry, under command of Major I’. W. Sibley, to 
assist the insular forces now fighting with ladrones near 
Silang. Later advices place the number of ladrones at 
three hundred. The fighting continues. 








The New Orleans Picayune publishes despatches from 
Colon under date of Jan. 26 to the effect that an insur- 
rection has broken out in Santo Domingo as a result of 
the transfer of the fiscal affairs of the country to the 
United States, and that fighting was then in progress in 
the streets of Santo Domingo city. Serious trouble is 
feared. A Colon despatch of the same date to the New 
York Herald says: “The United States cruiser Dixie 
has received hurried orders to proceed to Santo Domingo, 
and is now coaling. Two hundred marines were brought 
to Colon to-day from Empire Camp and embarked on 
board the Dixie, which will sail late to-day by way of 
Guantanamo.”

The vacancy in the grade of captain created in the 
Ordnance Department as a result of the recent retirement 
from active service of Col. Charles Shaler has been filled 
by the detail of Capt. Fred H. Gallup, Art. Corps. Cap- 
tain Gallup was one of the officers recently examined by 
a special board for detail to fill the vacancy in the grade 
of captain in the Ordnance Department and ranked num- 
ber two in the examination. Instead of calling a new 
board to conduct a second examination, the members of 
the old board were asked to make another selection from 
the candidates who appeared before them, and Captain 
Gallup was recommended. 
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Informal talks between the President and the Secre- 
taries of the War and Navy demonstrate their interest 
in the subject of promotion by selection. They all believe 
in it and the question with them is what system shall be 
adopted. Secretary Morton is understood to favor a 
radical change in the laws governing promotion in the 
Navy. The matter is receiving the attention of the Gen- 
eral Board of the Navy, which will soon, it is under- 
stood, submit a report to Secretary Morton for the Presi- 
dent’s and his information. 
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Next to the question of ‘‘Promotion by Selection” the 
topic which officers of the Navy on duty in the Navy 
Department are discussing with the most interest is the 
matter of Navy pay. The arguments made before the 
House Committee by Capt. William Swift last week on 
the pay question received the closest attention from the 
members of the Committee, a majority of whom, by the 
way, are in favor of the suggestion now under consier- 

. 


ation that the fifteen per cent. reduction in pay for shore 
duty be removed. The unfairness in making this redue- 
tion is apparent to the members of the Committee and 
we feel certain that the desired change in the law 
will be made this session. 


— 
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Officers of the Medical and Ordnance Departments of 
the Army will be gratified to learn that there is little or 
no doubt that the bill for the reorganization of their 
departments will pass the House this session and become 
a law. Also Secretary Taft appeared before the House 
Committee on Military Affairs this week and spoke 
strongly in favor of both these bills. There seems to 
have been an impression abroad that Representative 
Hull, Chairman of this Committee, was unfavorable to 
these twe bills. Mr. Hull states that this is not the 
case and his sipport of both measures may be looked for. 


— 
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It is reported from Troy, N.Y., that a general’ strike 
is threatened at the Government gun factory at the 


Watervliet Arsenal. The matter is in the hands of a 
committee. A representative of the men has been sent 
to ask the President to act. Trouble has been brewing 
for a long time. In December a petition was sent to 
General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, asking for an in- 
vestigation of the men’s grievances. He replied that 
such investigation would have to be requested by offi- 
cers of the post. Secretary Taft sustained this decision, 
and now appeal has been taken to the President.

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HONORS TO COLONEL APPLETON. 


It is doubtful if in the history of the New York National 
Guard any officer received such an evidence of universal 
esteem as did Col. Daniel Appleton, of the 7th Regiment, 
at the complimentary reception tendered to him by the 
active and veteran members of the regiment at the ar- 
mory on the evening of Jan. 24 in honor of his comple- 
tion of fifteen years as commanding officer of the 7th. 

It is estimated that close on 8,000 persons braved the 
inclement weather to extend their congratulations to the

For some two hours and a half Colonel Appleton stood 
in the board of officers’ room shaking hands with the 
endless procession of guests as they passed him and gave 
him their congratulations, the colonel responding with a 
pleasant word to each. 

As usual with the 7th, every provision had been made 
for emergency, and the large crowds were handled with- 
out the slightest confusion. The reception committee, of 
which Lieutenant Colonel Kipp was chairman, included 
all the field staff and non-com. staff. Major C. E. Ly- 
decker was chairman of the House Committee, and Ma- 
jor Willard C. Fisk of the Floor Committee.

REGULATION OF WIRELESS TELEGRAVHY. 

Following is the text of the proposed bill which will 
be introduced into this Congress, with the approval of the 
Navy: Department. ‘Fhe bill has been drawn by the 
Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, Rear Admiral Henry 
N. Manney, and his assistants, and has been approved 
by the law officers of the Department. It is this pbuiil 
which the Marconi company is fighting, but which the 
other wireless telegraph companies of the country believe 
will be beneficial alike to governmental and private wire- 
less telegraphy. It is a bill which should be passed 
promptly, as its purpose is to subject wireless telegraphy 
to necessary and proper restrictions. 

Be it enacted: Section 1. That a person or corpora- 
tion shall not use or operate any apparatus for wireless 
telegraphy as a means of commercial intercourse among 
the several States or with foreign nations, nor upon any 
vessel of the United States engaged in interstate or for- 
eign intercourse, nor for the receipt or transmission of 
wireless telegraphic messages or signals, the effect of 
which extends beyond the exclusive jurisdiction of the 
State or Territory in which the same are made, or 
where interference would be caused thereby with the 
receipt of messages or signals from beyond the jurisdic- 
tion of the said State or Territory, except, under and 
in accordance with a license in that behalf granted by 
the Secretary of Commerce and Labor; but nothing in 
this act shall be construed to apply to the transmission 
and exchange of wireless telegraphic messages or signals 
between points situated in the same State, provided the 
effect thereof shall not extend beyond the jurisdiction 
of the said State or interfere with the reception of mes- 
sages or signals from beyond said jurisdiction; and no 
license shall be required for the transmission or ex- 
change of messages or signals by or on behalf of the 
Government of the United States. Any person or cor- 
poration who shall use and operate any apparatus for 
wireless telegraphy in violation of this section, or know- 
ingly aid or abet another person or corporation in so 
doing, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine not ex- 
ceeding five hundred dollars and the apparatus or de- 
vice so unlawfully used and operated may be adjudged 
forfeited to the United States. 

Section 2. Prescribes the form and condition of the 
license which shall provide that the President of the 
United States may, in time of war or public peril, cause 
the closing of any wireless telegraph station and the re- 
moval therefrom of all wireless telegraphic apparatus, 
or authorize the use and control of any such station or 
apparatus by any department of the Government. 

Section 3. For the purpose of preventing or mini- 
mizing interference between the naval and military wire- 
less telegraph station and the private or commercial 
wireless telegraph stations in bona fide operation at the 
time of the passage of this act, the President of the 
United States shall establish regulations to govern said 
private or commercial stations, which may be granted 
licenses in accordance therewith, and such regulations 
shall have the force and effect of law and be enforced 





by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor as other regu- 
lations herein provided for. 

Section 4. Every license granted under the provisions 
of this act for the operation or use of wireless telegraph 
apparatus in any station which may be established after 
the passage of this act, shall be on condition that the 
said operation or use thereof shall not interfere with any 
naval or military wireless telegraph station; and a 
license to use any wireless telegraphic apparatus pre- 
viously granted shall be liable to revocation by the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor upon the production of 
evidence satisfactory to him of the fact of such inter- 
ference. 

Section 5. The Secretary of Commerce and Labor shall 
have power to make regulations prescribing the form 
and manner in which applications for licenses under 
this act shall be made and respecting the granting of 
such licenses, and regulations otherwise suitable to se- 
cure the due execution of the provisions of this act, and 
from time to time to add to, modify amend or revoke 
such regulations as in his judgment may seem expedient; 
and such regulations when so adopted shall have the 
force and effect of law. 

Section 6. Licenses may be granted under this act for 
the use and operation of wireless telegraphic apparatus 
at fixed stations upon the mainland, islands, or the 
navigable waters of the United States, to be known as 
licenses of the first class, and’ upon vessels of the United 
States engaged in interstate or foreign commerce, to be 
known as licenses of the second class. (This section 
further prescribes the fees for such licenses.) 

Section 7. The expression “wireless telegraphy,” as 
used in this act, means any system of electrical com- 
munication by telegraphy without the aid of any wire 
connecting the points from, and at which, the messages, 
signals or other communications are sent or received. 

Section 8. Requires licensees to receive and transmit at 
customary prices all messages or signals offered without 
discrimination and without regard to the system of teleg- 
raphy used. 

Section 9. Punishes as a misdemeanor wilful or malici- 
ous interference with the sending or receiving of wire- 
less telegraphic messages or signals. 

Section 10. Forbids the operation of any apparatus for 
wireless telegraphy on a foreign ship whilst that ship 
is in territorial waters of the United States otherwise 
than in accordance with the regulations made for that 
purpose. Save that nothing in this act shall apply to 
the working of apparatus for wireless telegraphy in- 
stalled in any foreign ship. 

Section 11. Any wireless telegraph station owned and 
operated by a department of the Government shall not 
compete for commercial messages with licensed wireless 
telegraph stations. 

Section 12. This act shall take effect and be in force 
on and after the first day of July, 1905; Provided, how- 
ever, that the third and fourth sections of this act shall 
take effect and be in force at the time of its passage.

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NAVAL FIXED CHARGES. 


According to the estimate made by the Board on Con- 
struction, it will require an annual appropriation of 
about $77,000,000 to maintain the Navy when all the 
ships now authorized and building have been completed. 
Preparatory to a hearing before the Senate and House 
Committee Secretary Morton addressed the following 


letter to the Board on Construction: 

“I desire an estimate by the board this week as to 
what it will cost us per annum to maintain our Navy 
when all the ships now under construction shall have 
been completed. What-will be our fixed charges per 
year? What proportion of these charges will be for re- 
pairs, supplies, pay of officers and men, ordnance and 
target practice, yards and docks, etc.? I would like 
as careful an estimate as possible.” 

In its reply the board made this statement after giv- 
ing the figures: 

“The board assumes that ‘fixed charges’ means the 
actual annual expenses for maintaining the naval es- 
tablishment on shore and such proportion of the fleet 
as is in commission. For the purpose of this estimate 
the board assumes that the battleship fleet in commis- 
sion would consist of all battleships now under construc- 
tion and the three of the Missouri class. That of the 
remaining battleships those of the Hlinois, Kentucky and 
Indiana classes will be assumed to be one-half in reserve 
and one-half under general repair. Of the armored cruis- 
ers under construction all will be considered in commis- 
sion. The New York and Brooklyn: one will be in re- 
serve and the other under general overhauling. The 
three vessels of the St. Louis. class will be considered in 
commission. The three scout cruisers in commission. 
All six vessels of the Denver class will be considered in 
commission. Of the remaining vessels of the Service. 
exclusive of tugs, colliers and special service vessels, one- 
half will be regarded as in commission and the other 
half under repairs or in reserve. Colliers, tugs and special 
service vessels will be regarded as continuously in com- 
mission. 'Torpedoboats and destroyers, one-half of them 
in commission and one-half in reserve. Repairs: In- 





stead of repairs the heading of this item will appear ‘Re- 
pairs and alterations to fleet and general maintenance in 
connection therewith’.” 

The Board on Construction has been compelled to meet 
night and day in the effort to secure these very difficult 


estimates in the time required by the Secretary. 


The 
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work in connection with this memorandum was tremen- 

dous, but the result justifies it, for it enabled the Secre- 

tary to inform Congress just what they will be expected

NAVAL PAY. 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs on Wednes- 
day, Jan. 25, reported the bill, H.R. 17254, to amend 
Section 13 of the Personnel Bill of March 3, 1899, amend- 
ed to read as follows: 


Sec. 13. That all commissioned officers of the Navy 
shall receive the same pay and allowances as are or may 
be provided by or in pursuance of law for the officers of 
corresponding rank in the Army: Provided, That all 
chaplains now in the Navy above the grade of lieuten- 
ant shall receive the pay and allowances of lieutenant 
commander in the Navy, according to length of service 
under the provisions of law for that rank: Provided fur- 
ther, That naval chaplains hereafter appointed shall have 
the rank, pay and allowances of lieutenant (junior grade) 
in the Navy until they shall have completed seven years 
of service, when they shall have the rank, pay and al- 
lowances of lieutenant in the Navy: Provided further, 
That the President may hereafter, from time to time, 
select among the chaplains of the Navy, of the rank of 
lieutenant, any chaplains having not less than ten years’ 
service, who shail have been commended by their com- 
manding officers for exceptional efficiency in the per- 
formance of duty; and may, with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, promote such chaplains to be chaplains 
with the rank, pay and allowances of lieutenant com- 
mander: Provided further, That the number of chaplains 
above the rank of lieutenant shall not exceed ten; and 
that after the passage of this act promotions of chap- 
lains from the grade of lieutenant shall be made only 
as above provided: Provided further, That nothing in 
this act shall be construed as depriving any chaplain of 
his commission in the Navy; and that nothing herein 
contained shall be held or construed to increase the num- 
ber of chaplains, as now authorized by law, or to reduce 
the grade of any now serving: And provided further, 
That all officers, including warrant officers, who have 
been or may be appointed to the Navy from civil life, 
shall, on the date of appointment and thereafter, be 
credited for computing their pay, with six years’ service. 

And all provisions of law authorizing the ditsribution 
among captors of the whole or any portion of the pro- 
ceeds of vessels or any property hereafter captured, con- 
demned as prize, or providing for the payment of bounty 
for the sinking or destruction of vessels of the enemy 
hereafter occurring in time of war, are hereby repealed: 
And provided further, That no provision of this act shall 
operate to reduce the pay which, but for the passage of 
said act, would have been received by any commissioned 
or warrant officer at the time of its passage; and in any 
case in which the pay of such an officer would otherwise 
be reduced he shall continue to receive pay according to 
existing law: And provided further, That nothing in this 
act shall operate to increase or reduce the pay of any 
officer now on the retired list of the Navy. 


The committee state with reference to the pay of civil 
engineers that they think “the remedy for the alleged 
future troubles in that corps, if any is necessary, is to 
be found in regarding the corps to insure uniform steady 
advancement in rank and pay.’? However important 
their work, it is not more so than that of line officers of 
the Navy or Army engineers, and does not entitle to spe- 
cial consideration in the matter of pay. As to their tech- 
nical knowledge it has been acquired at the expense of 
the Government. The committee say: 


“Their duties are ashore. They have none of the ex- 
penses entailed upon their comrades at sea to entertain 
in foreign parts. They have commutation of quarters. 
Is it sound logic ot sound morality to say that because 
the Government has given them all these advtanges over 
their brothers that it must therefure pay them more 
salary for having them? Rather than to continue this 
unjust discrimination in their favor 1t would seem to us 
better to separate this mechanical and technical corps 
wholly from the Navy, deprive it of military rank, and 
let it come from civil life, and be formed into a body of 
mechanical experts alone. 

“But it is said that within the last three years the corps 
has lost nearly twenty per cent. of its effective strength 





by resignation, and because of this its pay should remain. 


higher. The answer to this is clear and conclusive. The 
slight change (and it is slight) that will be accomplished 
by this equalization in the lower ranks will not, to the 
slightest appreciable degree, prevent those resignations. 

“Any man who has doubtless sought hard to be ap- 
pointed to this corps, who will weigh the moral obliga- 
tion resting upon him to that Government against the 
dollars and cents he may acquire in civil life from his 
talents so trained, would not hesitate to resign, if his 
pay was much greater than now.If the mere money con- 
sideration is to control these men, it may be admitted at 
once that the Government is not and cannot afford to be 
in the completion. It is a question whether the Govern- 
ment can not well afford to lose a few of them from year 
to year in order to reap the benefit of their knowledge and

The “Consolidated statement of armament mounted 
on serviceable carriages and platforms,’’ required by the 
following letter of instructions to department command- 
ers, dated Jan. 18, 1898, from the headquarters of the 
Army, will hereafter be discontinued: 

Referring to the monthly report of troops, means of 
transportation, arms, ammunition, etc., from your de- 
partment, the major general commanding desires that 
post commander where there is artillery armament be 
directed to prepare, monthly, a statement setting forth 
the number and kind of guns at the post and the amount 
of ammunition on hand for each gun. These statements 
to be consolidated at department headquarters and to be 
forwarded direct to the assistant adjutant general at 
headquarters of the Army. 

III. The headquarters and two battalions of the 16th 
Infantry will be relieved from duty on the grounds of the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, St. Louis, Mo., to take 
effect Jan. 27, 1905, and will return to their proper station, 
Fort McPherson, Ga. 


CIR. 3, JAN. 24, 195, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

The following opinion of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Army, having been approved by the Secretary of War, 
is published for the information and guidance of the 
Army: 

* * * The law regulating the pay status of commis- 
sioned officers while absent from duty will be found in 
Section 1265, Revised Statutes, which provides that— 

“Officers when absent on account of sickness or wounds, 
or lawfully absent from duty and waiting orders, shall 
receive full pay; when absent with leave for other causes 
full pay during such absence not exceeding in the aggre- 
gate thirty days in one year, and half pay during such 
absence exceeding thirty days in one year. When absent 
without leave they shall forfeit all pay during such ab- 
sence, unless the absence is excused as unavoidable.” 
(Sec, 1265, R.S.) 

The act of July 29, 1876 (19 Stat. L., 102), prescribes 
their pay status while on cumulative leave, and the re- 
quirements of Section 1265 are modified in their applica- 
tion to officers on duty at the Military Academy by the 
terms of Section 1330, Revised Statutes, which provides 
that— 

“Leave of absence may be granted by the superintend- 
ent, under regulations prescribed by the Secretary of 
War, to the professors, assistant professors, instructors, 
and other officers of the Academy, for the entire period 
of the suspension of the ordinary academic studies, with- 
out deduction from pay or allowances.”’ (Sec. 1330, R.S.) 

It will be observed that the provisions of Section 1265, 
Revised Statutes, first above cited, establish a definite 
pay status in respect to officers who are absent for any 
cause, from their several posts of duty, and it is not 
competent for any branch of the executive to establish a 








different status in that regard from that which is ex- 
pressly set forth in the statute. The privilege which is 
accorded in Section 1330, Revised Statutes, to the pro- 
fessors and instructors at the Military Academy, is ex- 
ceptional and, being in the nature of an excepting clause, 
it must be strictly construed and can not be extended to 
any class of officers, whatever may be the duty upon 
which they are engaged, who are not included within the 
terms of the exception, 

It is therefore the opinion of this office that the ab- 
sence of the officers from the Artillery School during the 
vacation season without charge against their leave 
records can not be legally recognized by the War De- 
partment,

It appearing from the records of the Department and 
from the papers hereunto attached that William G. 
Meade was appointed a second lieutenant of Cavalry on 
July 3, 1901, with rank from Feb. 2, 1901, to fill a vacancy 
created by the act approved Feb. 2, 1901 (31 Stat. L., 755), 
and that he was given rank in the Cavalry arm in accord- 
ance with his standing as determined by a competitive 
examination of enlisted men; it appearing also that the 
said Meade had served as a commissioned officer of Vol- 
unteers subsequent to April 21, 1898, and that in determin- 
ing his rank as aforesaid credit was not given him for 
such prior commissioned service, as required by Sec. 28 
of the act of Feb. 2, 1901, to which, under the terms of 
said section, he appears to be lawfully entitled, and it 
further appears that his position on the list of second 
lieutenants of Cavalry is due to an erroneous computation 
of said prior service:

COURT-MARTIAL OF OFFICER. 


G.O. 2, JAN. 5, 195, DEPT. OF THE EAST. 

Publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. at Fort Banks, 
Mass., of which Lieut. Col. Alexander Rodgers, 15th Cav., 
was president, and Major Edwin F. Glenn, 15th Inf., judge 
advocate, for the trial of Major Charles W. Foster, Art. 
Corps, charged with violation of the 26th Article of War. 

The specification alleged that the accused challenged 
Capt. James M. Williams, Art. Corps, saying: ‘‘Captain 
Williams, you appear to be looking for personal difficulty; 
if you are, you can have it at any time in any manner 
you desire. I will fight you with pistols, swords, fists, or 
anything else you prefer,’’ or words to that effect. This 
at Fort Banks, Mass., on or about the 4th day of May, 
19044. Plea. “Not guilty.” Finding. ‘Not guilty.” And 
the court does therefore acquit him, Major Charles W. 
Foster, Art. Corps. 

The order gives extracts from the testimony of Major 
Foster on his own behalf. From this it appears that the 
difficulty occurred during the proceedings of a G.C.M. at 
Fort Banks, of which Major Foster was president and 
Captain Williams a member. Captain Williams intro- 
duced a resolution which Major Foster considered insult- 
ing to him in that it charged him with being inattentive 
to his official duties. 

Extracts from the testimony in the order are as fol- 
lows: “I said to him in effect this was entirely an im- 
proper matter to bring before a court-martial; they were 
there to transact other business presented to it; that the 
matter to which he referred was possibly, or probably, I 
do not know which, being examined by the department 
commander to whose attention I had brought it in the 
shape of charges against Captain Williams for his delay 
of the proceedings of the court. And I may have added— 
and I may have added of the post duties—on April 30. 
He then took out another paper and began reading it. 
The word ‘outrageous’ was used in this. The latter was 
extremely insulting. I didn’t want any trouble with 
Captain Williams. My remark telling him it had been 
already placed in the hands of the department command- 
er—and I think I spoke with great calmness, although I 
was obliged to control myself—my remark was made in 
the interests of peace and harmony on that court. I 
wished him to simply stop and allow the court to proceed 
with its proper business. It was no place to discuss mat- 
ters of that kind. It would be taken care of by the proper 
authorities. He proceeded with his resolution. I said, 
‘The court will take a recess.’ ”’ 

“Q. Well, did anybody object? 

“A, Nobody objected—just the same as whether there 
is anything to be voted on, and the president says: ‘The 
court will be closed’ without any formal vote on the sub- 
ject; when it is evident to everybody that was the thing 
to do, and I took a recess. And I said to Captain Wil- 
liams, in effect, ‘I have informed you officially’—of course 
I spoke very rapidly because I was extremely angry at 
the time—‘‘the official aspect of this case is to be taken 
care of by proper authorities, and the inference is that 
you are trying to get up a personal difficulty, or personal 
trouble,’ I think that was the word used. And I also said 
something to the effect that his being larger than I 
should not be permitted to stand in the way. Captain 
Merrill also said enough to indicate to the court in that 
way, that was one of the remarks I made. And I said 
that if he did seek difficulty he could have it in any way 
he sought. I believe I used the words, ‘Fists or pistols,’ 
I believe I didn’t use the word ‘swords.’ * * * * * 

“Captain Merrill said,—I understood him to say in ef- 
fect,—‘Major Foster, if this: continues I shall be obliged 
to put you in arrest.’ I turned to him and said to him 





to this effect: ‘I was simply telling him how matters 
stood.’ I believe those are my exact words.” ; 

General Grant qualified his approval of the proceedings 
with comments as follows: 

“The evidence adduced by the prosecution establishes 
the gist of the averments of the specification, except as 
to whether Major Foster’s acts and utterances in fact 
constituted a challenge and sending thereof. Clearly 
then the court’s finding to the specification may not be 
taken as a complete negation. That this statement is not 
debatable is shown by the accused himself. [Vide his 
testimony set forth above.] 

It is further shown that Major Foster’s outburst was 
taken as a challenge by its object and by others present 
at the time. He himself makes a point that his utter- 
ance indicated a passive, or rather, receptive attitude 
towards Captain Williams; and this opinion the court 
seems to share, unless indeed its verdict resulted wholly 
from sustaining the further point made by the defénse 
that the utterance, if a challenge, was not .the sending 
thereof. In the opinion of the reviewing authority the 
delivery of the utterance by Major Foster in the hearing 
of Captain Williams, for whom it was intended, consulted 
a ‘sending’ in the meaning of the 26th Article of War. 

“That it may not have been a challenge the reviewing 
authority concedes; he takes this occasion, however, to 
express the hope that Major Foster will in future give a 
like benefit of doubt to those who may intemperately 
provoke him, as did Captain Williams in the instance: 
being “‘receptive’’ to personal encounter, only when such, 
as self-defense, is, in reason, in order. 

— to the foregoing remarks the acquittal is ap- 
proved.

Sir:—From a considerable number of inventory and in- 
spection reports of property of various kinds, particu- 
larly of articles of troop and company equipments, which 
have passed through this office lately, it is evident that 
the provisions of Par. 720, A.R., with reference to dis- 
position of unserviceable stores which have no salable 
value, are not being taken advantage of as they should 
be. The paragraph referred to is distinet and unmis- 
takable as to the classes of property coming within its 
provisions and it affords accountable and responsible 
officers a way of disposing promptly of a great lot of 
unserviceable and unsaiable property which heretofore 
they have been obliged to hold, often for a long time, 
awaiting the action of a regular inspector when in many 
cases they did not have enough storage for their ser- 
viceable stores, 

In addition, A.R. 720 properly availed, will enable com- 
pany commanders to keep their company equipments at 
all times in much better condition than heretofore. 

I therefore recommend that the attention of all com- 
manding officers be called to the regulation in question 
(A.R. 720) with directions for action under it to prevent 
unnecessary accumulations of unserviceable and ungsal- 
able stores, and particularly with a view to keeping the 
equipment of troops always in the best possible con- 
dition.

FORT OGLETHORPE. 


Fort Oglethorpe, Ga., Jan. 22, 1905. 

On Friday night, Jan. 20, a tragedy occurred at the 
quarters of the pack train at Lytle, Ga. During a mis- 
understanding about a woman a civilian named Gossett 
killed a packer, Doner by name, stabbing and cutting 
him over and over again. Gossett was arrested by the 
quartermaster guard at Lytle and confined until the 
county sheriff took him into custody and placed him in 
the Lafayette jail. 

The canvas tentage of the dismantled Camp George H.

The daily papers have been filled during the past week 
with reports of serious outbreaks at St. Petersburg, Mos- 
cow, and other cities of Russia, but the information given 
is not sufficiently reliable to furnish secure basis for 
comment. So far as can be ascertained from the exciting 
despatches published on Jan. 16, 13,500 men employed 
by the Puiiloff iron works ceased work because the ad- 
ministration refused to dismiss an obnoxious foreman. 
Their example was followed by other workmen desirous 
of better wages and shorter hours, until on Jan. 21 the 
number of the strikers had increased to 200,000. Father 
Gapon, a Russian priest of lowly origin, being the son 
of a pig driver, made common cause with the strikers. 
He is described as a Social Revolutionist and a_ petition 
was prepared by this body for presentation to the Czar. 
In it a request for the improvement in the conditions of 
the workingmen was coupled with demands for the rep- 
resentation of the people in a Legislature, a Constituent 
Assembly, freedom of speech, the press, and association ; 
the responsibility of Ministers, the restitution of persons 
banished for political or religious purposes, and the sep- 
aration of Church and State. This, in the judgment of 
the authorities, transformed the petition into a revolu- 
tionary document and the Czar refused to receive it in 
person, as it was expected that he would do. The work- 
men gathered, to the number of many thousands, and un- 
der the lead of Father Gapon proceeded to the Winter 
Palace with their petition. Their purposes were appar- 
ently peaceful, but as they persisted in their purpose of 
seeing the Czar, and refused to disperse when ordered to 
do so, the troops opened fire upon them. The official re- 
port of the number killed and wounded in this encounter 
is ninety-six killed and 333 wounded. This estimate is 
substantially confirmed by a careful inquiry instituted by 
the Associated Press which reported a total of 500. Other 
newspaper accounts go far beyond this. A despatch of 
Jan. 26 to the Paris Petit Journal from St. Petersburg 
says that during an interview between the editors of the 
daily papers and Prince Sviatopolk-Mirsky, the editors 
presented to the Prince a list of the casualties of Sun- 
day which they had drawn up, showing a total of 4,600 
killed or wounded by the military. Strikes are reported 
in other parts of Russia. Upon this basis of facts we 
have speculations as to the outbreak of a_ revolution 
which will overthrow the government of the Czar. It is 
only possible in the wholly improbable contingency that 
the troops should revolt, which they have shown no in- 
tention of doing thus far. The strikers are generally 
unarmed and appear to be wholly without organization 
or leadership. The difficulty they would have in getting 
together for effective action is shown by the fact that a 
large meeting of sympathizing Russians held in New 
York this week divided into four parties—the Social 
Democrats, the Socialist Revolutionists, the Jewish Bund 
and the Polish Party of Socialism, with a representation 
of anarchists among the delegates. The result was that 
the meeting broke up in a tumult and the police: were

called upon to preserve order, 
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CAVALRY AND ARTILLERY INCREASE. 

Apropos of the present foolish agitation in favor of 
the decrease of our Cavalry, it is interesting to note that 
Germany is about to increase her already very largé pro- 
portion of cavalry, by nine regiments of five squadrons 
each. <A bill, at present before the German Reichstag, 
provides for a general increase of the mounted force 
up to the year 1909, to 510 squadrons. The memoran- 
dum accompanying the bill states: “In providing for 
our cavalry we must go still further. Their comparative 
small number now forces us to augment them materially 
in the event of mobilization. Thus we deteriorate our 
good regiments, we greatly weaken their organization 
and military efficiency, with injury to the horse material, 
at a moment when the most nearly perfect state of readi- 
ness must be demanded. This hazardous, untenable 
state can be bettered only by the construction of new 
cavalry regiments in time of peace. It is purposed to 
make them absorb the present squadrons of mounted 
sharpshooters (Jiiger zu Pferde).” | 

In a speech before the Reichstag December 3. last, 
War Minister Von Einem said, apropos of the bill: 
“As regards cavalry, there is nothing of great novelty 
in our proposal to the house; for the lack of cavalry and 
the necessity of rectifying such, was long ago acknow!l- 
edged by the house in the creation of squadrons of 
mounted sharpshooters. Now, I have read in the 
Freisinnige Zeitung that the experiences in the Russian 
war and experience in general, lead to the conclusion 
that cavalry. should be diminished, and that only a cer- 
tain fondness has led to its proposed increase. I must 
banish this thought far from me; I am perfectly aware 
that we must demand only what is essential. I am of 
the opinion that in a future war, the cavalry will play 
an important and significant part. I again invite at- 
tention to the fact that we possess divisions without 
cavalry, and that this evil has become evident since the 
formation in Saxony of a second, and in Bavaria of a 
third army corps. This deficiency cannot be made up 
by transfers. The necessity for the increase of the cav- 
alry is so intimately related to their distribution in case 
of mobilization and to the construction of units for war, 
that I am not at all in a position to specify publicly. I 
am, however, prepared to present the data in committee 
in no uncertain way, and in the most exhaustive man- 
ner.” 

An exceptionally broad-minded and instructive dis- 
cussion of this question of Artillery and Cavalry will be 
found in an article by Lieut. Col. Alexander D. Schenck. 
Art. Corps, U.S.A., which appears elsewhere in this 
number of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL. Colonet 
Schenck, himself an artillerist of rare attainments, while 
contending that an increase in the personnel of the 
Artillery Corps is urgently needed, frankly says it would 
be idiotic to make the increase at the expense of the 
Cavalry. It would be a grave error, he believes, to make 
any reduction of the Cavalry for any purpose whatever. 
Sound military policy requires the maintenance at their 
maximum of organization and strength in peace of those 
arms of the Service which require the longest time and 
createst effort to train for efficiency in war, and the 
Cavalry in that respect stands next after the Coast and 
Field Artillery. As for transferring Infantry regiments 
to the Artillery, Colonel Schenck declares that it would 
merely be turning into the Artillery a lot of officers 
who, under the circumstances, could never become effici- 
ent in their new profession. But if there must be a 
transfer of Infantry to the Artillery, Colonel Schenck 
maintains that it should be done, not by transferring 
regiments as such, but by skeletonizing one battalion in 
each Infantry regiment, taking fourteen men from each 
company, thus providing the 4,970 enlisted men required 
for the Artillery and a surplus of 2,830 men to be as- 
signed to companies on foreign stations. The 450 officers 
thus made surplus would provide for all the present In- 
fantry, Cavalry and Artillery details but twenty-three. 
The merit of this plan, which Colonel Schenck describes 
with great clearness, is that it would not abolish any reg- 
imental organization nor would it transfer to high. grades 
in the Artillery old officers of Infantry who have not had 
and will not have time to become reasonably efficient in 
the Artillery arm before retirement. Nor would it, as the 
transfer of regiments as such would, deprive many Ar- 
tillery officers of the opportunity to reach the grade of 
colonel by placing above them incoming officers whom 
they formerly ranked. 

Colonel Schenck contends with convincing force that 
there is no necessity for abolishing any regimental or- 


ganization whatever. He believes, moreover, that if 


the whole matter were fully and clearly presented to 
Congress that body would be disposed to provide for the 
needs of the Artillery Corps by excluding the strength 
of the Coast Artillery from the operation of the law 
prescribing the maximum and minimum strength of the 
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Army. That would be the practical, business-like way 
to deal with the case. All plans to increase the Artil- 
lery at the expense of other arms of the Service are 
mere makeshifts, the effect of which would be detrimental 
to the Army as a whole. What is needed is a frank recog- 
nition of the fact that the Coast Artillery, in which the 
increase is urgently required, is a service apart, that it 
will never have any intimate practical association with 
the field Army proper, and that therefore it should be 
provided for independently of the other arms of the 
military organization.

RESERVED LIST FOR THE NAVY. 


In the Independent of Jan. 26 Park Benjamin has his 
word with reference to the establishment of a reserved 
list for the Navy, summing up his conclusions as follows: 
“The officers of flag and command rank who by reason 
of age have not the necessary time to serve or who for 
any cause are not fit for full duty at sea, should be at 
once placed upon a reserved list and assigned to shore 
work only until the statutory retiring age is reached. The 
younger men should replace them. The vacancies created 
below should be filled at the bottom of the list first in 
the specialized branches with graduates of the technical 
schools, and if line officers are needed beyond the ca- 
pacity of the Naval Academy to supply they should come 
from the warrant officers and the enlisted force, And, 
lastly, unmixed seniority promotion should go and a 
grade retirement system be established.” 

The line officers of the Navy in Washington are re- 
ported to be almost unanimously in favor of the Gen- 
eral Board’s scheme of a reserved list. They hail it as 
a just and fair proposition to get officers of proper age 
in command of our ships and squadrons, arguing that 
it works a minimum of injury to individuals; that it 
secures the services of able-bodied officers for shore duty 
instead of retiring them, and that the cost of its opera- 
tion will be extremely moderate. It so clears the way 
that if it is adopted we shall have in 1908 commanders 
of forty-two where they now attain to that rank at fifty. 
Then will there be an opportunity for these men to show 
their mettle in command, and to select the best of them 
for flag rank. If the plan of the General Board is ap- 
proved by Congress we shall probably have selection as 
a corollary in a very short time, while a large proportion 
of the officers are, under present conditions, afraid of its 
probable working, although many of them approve of it 
in theory. Our Navy is old in grade; its officers came 
to responsibility far too late; but it is feared that to 
adopt selection now would only add to the present evils. 

The plan of the General Board is cordially approved 
by the Admiral of the Navy and the Chief of the Bureau 
of Navigetion. It has been the effort of the General 
Board to do as little injury as possible to deserving ofli- 
cers, but it has been found impossible to avoid interfer- 
ing with the laudable ambition for flag rank of some of 
the officers who are the oldest in their grade. 

Mr. Benjamin states that all of our rear admirals but 
two are over age fifty-nine. Eighteen have less than two 
years to serve, and seven retire during the present year. 
All but three of the seventy-seven captains are over age 
fifty-five. Thirty-three are over age fifty-eight. Fifty- 
three have less than five years to serve. Our youngest 
captain shows age fifty-three and one-half; our oldest, age 
sixty-one and one-half. Average of all, age fifty-seven 
and one-half. All of the commanders (grade next below 
that of captain) are over age forty-seven. Of the ninety- 
five who are eligible to command fifty are over age fifty- 
three, and twenty-nine over age fifty-five. We have no 
captains afloat commanding battleships younger than 





“age fifty-five, and under the present system no way is 


now apparent of getting any. 

Our youngest rear admiral is older than Admiral Togo 
and our youngest captain fifteen years older than Nelson 
was at the battle of the Nile. In our War of 1812 De- 
catur was a commodore at twenty-eight; Hull was old 
enough to command the Constitution and dispose of the 
Guerriere at thirty-seven; Bainbridge was a year older 
than this when the Java struck to him; Stewart, an- 
other captain of the Constitution, who captured the Cy- 
ane and Levant, was then thirty-eight, and Perry, at 
Lake Erie twenty-nine. The average age of our cap- 
tains (fifty-seven and one-half) is thirteen years beyond 
that of the Japanese captains, nine years beyond that of 
the English and German captains, and seven years be- 
yond that of the Russian captains. 

Under the Act of Feb. 28, 1855, establishing a reserved 
list, thirty-one of the sixty-eight captains were placed 
on the reserved list and three dropped; thirty-three of 
the ninety-seven commanders were transferred and six 
dropped; sixty-four of the 326 lieutenants were “reserved 


‘and nineteen dropped.” Among the officers at that time

of the United States Army and that its discipline, con- 
duct and administrative methods shall be strictly mili- 
tary in character. He would require each member of 
the force to enlist for a period of five years, giving the 


privilege of re-enlistment to those whose records were 


satisfactory, and he would have all charges against 
policemen investigated by regular courts-martial, Wheth- 


er the system propesed by Senator Raines is practicable 
is a question, but we have no ddubt whatever that if it 
were instituted avd resolutely upheld, the result would 
be an immense gain for efficiency in the police service. 
The police force of New York, numerically speaking, is 
equivalent to a major general’s command, its strength 
being something like 8,000 men, and it should be con- 
trolled through a highly-centralized organization. At 
present it is notoriously demoralized, discordant and in- 
efficient, largely for the reason that it is organized on 
an unsound basis. If it were reorganized on a strict 
military system and made subject to military discipline 
and control its usefulness would be enormously increased. 
Hon. William McAdoo, Commissioner of Police of New 
York, who was formerly Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
is in favor of the military system for the police force. 
“The police,” he says, “should be compared with the 
Army and Navy. In my connection with the latter I 
cannot say I ever knew the politics of a single officer. It 
should be the duty of the Commissioner to keep the Po- 
lice Department from the slime of politics.’ 


GENERAL CROZIER ON SELECTION. 


Secretary Taft recently called upon Gen. William Cro- 
zier, Chief of Ordnance, for an expression of opinion and 
recommendations on the important subject of promotion 
by selection in the Army. General Crozier, who is one 
of the strongest advocates of this system, on Jan. 27 sub- 
mitted a memorandum to the Secretary of War, which 
may be considered the opening of the campaign for a 
change in the laws governing promotion in the Army. As 
to improper influence in selection, General Crozier says: 
“It is believed that the great measure of success which 
has attended the legislation for placing the civil service 
of the Government upon a basis of merit is an indication 
that a similar result can be achieved with the military 
service, in which, since promotions are now made in ac- 
cordance with rigid law, there is no entrenched system 
of patronage to be dislodged. Conservative opposition 
is most to be looked for in the Army, where there is 
jealous fear of the effects of favoritism, but this would 
disappear under the influence of a proposition of law 
to place the selections where they belong, in the hands of 
the Service itself, which surely is worthy of the trust, by 
lodging it with boards of officers so chosen as not to be 
personally affected by their decisions, and sworn to act 
in accordance with the best interests of the Service.” 

General Crozier further says: “A number of years 
ago an effort was made to insure elimination of insuffi- 
cient officers of the Army by providing a system of ex- 
amination for promotion. Experiences with this system 
has shown it to be a failure. During the first ten years 
of its operation no officer was put out of the Service by 
its operation, and this notwithstanding notorious cases 
of inefficiency, which any officer in the Service can with- 
out difficulty call to mind. Since the increase of the 
Army under the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, involving a large in- 
flux of heterogeneous material, there have been a very 
few cases of elimination under the law; but they have 
been of very young men only, who had no time to secure 
a standing in the Service or the sympathies of their im- 
mediate superiors.” 

General Crozier contends that the experience of selec- 
tion in the choice of non-com. officers and West Point 
cadets has proven satisfactory and he thinks the system 
of grading a cadet according to his standing in each year 
should be followed after he leaves the Academy. Selec- 
tion in the Ordnance Corps has recommended itself by 
its success. The history of promotion by seniority is 
traced to show that it originated in conditions that have 
passed, and General Crozier elaborates a scheme for se- 
lection which he recommends. 

General Crozier’s recommendations are in the form of 
an endorsement in a letter in favor of selection submit- 
ted to Secretary Taft by a general officer of the Army. 
General Crozier shows that under his plan officers would 
attain their captaincy at an average age of about eleven 
years younger than is now possible and the higher grades 
correspondingly younger. The average age for a colonel 
under this plan would be fifty-seven instead of sixty-two 
as at present. In this way a great majority of the offi- 
cers would be benefitted.

Representative Humphrey, of the State of Washington, 
made a speech during the House debate on the Army Ap- 
propriation Bill on Jan. 19 which indicates that the 
shipping interests of the Pacific coast are resolved to 
force the abolition of the Army transport system if it can 
be done. Mr. Humphrey contends that the transport 
service is not only unnecessary and grossly extravagant, 
but that it stifles the growth of the merchant marine by 
confining to Government vessels a large amount of 
traffic which should properly be given to private ship- 
owners. He points out that Hon. Elihu Root, while 
Secretary of War, urged the sale of the transport vessels 
and the abolition of the service, that Major Gen. George 
W. Davis, U.S.A., while in command of the Department 
of the Philippines, made a similar recommendation, and 
he says it is an open secret that the present Secretary of 
War is opposed to the continuance of the service. Mr. 
Humphrey declares that the transports are maintained 
for the benefit of “dead heads,” that the families of Army 
and Navy officers are carried on them to and from the 
Philippines at the expense of the Government and that 
the figures submitted by the Quartermaster General of the 
_Army to show that the transport service is economical 
for: the Government are inaccurate and misleading. Yet 
‘jn spite of all that has been said against the transport 





service we are convinced that its abolition would be a 
grave mistake. The ships engaged in it are the best of 
theit kitid in the world. They have been specially fitted 
for the service at large expense and they afford a greater 
measure of comfort, convenience, and safety for troops, 
whether sick or well, than can be had in the vessels of any 
private company. These ships could not*be sold except 
for a fraction of what it has cost to buy and refit them, 
and if disposed of now the next war would compel the 
jJovernment to establish another transport service at 
enormous expense. Moreover, as long as we maintain a 
large part of the Army in the Philippines, sound policy 
requires the maintenance of the transport ships. Under 
the present system of a two-year tour of duty in the 
Philippines there is a continuous flow of troops to and 
from the islands, and it is only fair that they shall have 
the most comfortable means of transportation available 
even at some slight increase of cost as compared with that 
offered by commercial lines. We have developed what is 
admittedly the finest Army transport service to be found 
in the world. To destroy it at the behest of selfish pri- 
vate interests or in pursuance of a parsimonious economy 
would be an act of monumental folly. Mr. Humphrey on 
Jan. 24 introduced a resolution, H.R. No. 467, directing 
the Secretary of War to give to the House of Representa- 
tives a detailed statement of the transport service, show- 
ing the number, names, age, cost and condition of ships, 
the number of passengers carried, both soldiers and ci- 
vilians, and the entire expense of maintaining the service 
from its beginning down to the close of the last fiscal 
year. 
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Another illustration of the peril attending the prema- 
ture development of civil authority in the Philippines is 
presented in despatches received at the War Department 
on Jan. 25, stating that during the night preceding three 
hundred armed ladrones attacked the garrisoned town 
of San Francisco de Malabon, in Cavite province, and 
killed Contract Surg. Joseph A. O’Neill and one enlisted 
man of the native constabulary and wounded several 
others, after which they looted the municipal treasury 
building of $2,000 in cash and thirty Remington rifles. 
The ladrones, it is stated, were dressed in the uniform of 
the Philippine Constabulary and were led by Felizardo, 
formerly an officer of the insurgent forces who has de- 
feated numerous attempts to capture him. There are 
certain facts bearing on this affair which are extremely 
disquieting. In the first place the town of San Fran- 
cisco de Malabon is only fifteen miles from Manila. The 
22d Company of Philippine Scouts is situated there un- 
der the absolute authority of the civil government for 
service with a body of Philippine Constabulary. That a 
large body of armed outlaws was able to raid the town, 
killing and wounding members of the garrison and carry- 
ing off the public funds denotes a degree of stupidity and 
carelessness on the part of the local civil authorities 
which is inexcusable. Had the Scouts stationed there 
been acting under military authority it is almost a cer- 
tainty that they would not have been attacked ‘at all or 
that the attack if made would have been promptly de- 
feated and severely punished. Still more significant is 
the fact that the ladrones were dressed in the uniform of 
the constabulary. The plain inference is that the la- 
drones, who are simply insurrectos that have not yet 
been captured, are secretly receiving aid and comfort 
from the constabulary forces. There have been numerous 
desertions from the constabulary and there have been 
instances in which treacherous members have mutinied. 
From this disloyal element the ladrones have undoubtedly 
received uniforms, arms and perhaps recruits as well. 
To intrust this force with military authority and to in- 
sist that Philippine scouts when detached from the Army 
for duty under the civil government shall act only with 
the constabulary is an atrocious arrangement, danger- 
ous alike to the scouts themselves and to the interests of 
peace and order. It is a glaring fact that outside of the 
Moro country and Samar ladrone outrages are nowhere 
so frequent or so daring as in the immediate neighbor- 
hood of Manila, the seat of the civil government. At 
San Francisco de Malabon, only fifteen miles away, 
where the flimsy fabric of civil government has been per- 
mitted to overshadow the initiative of military authority, 
life and property are evidently not half as secure as at 
Fort Piket among the desperate Moros of Mindanao, 
eight hundred miles away, where there are two companies 
of scouts and where the Army is still in control. 
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Music on shipboard is given every encouragement by 
the Navy Department. Rear Admiral Converse, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation, and Rear Admiral Henry 
N. Manney, Chief of the Bureau of Equipment, when 
commanding the Illinois and Massachusetts, respectively, 
had unusually happy ships and boths ships maintained 
creditable bands. A school is maintained by the Navy 
at Norfolk for the training of bandsmen. It is found 
that music does much to relieve discontent on board 
ships and Sunday afternoon concerts have also proved 
a genuine help in keeping the temper of the ship cheer- 
ful. The opposition to these Sunday afternoon concerts 
comes from officers or persons who are simply not posted 
on the subject or who are prejudiced. A recent requisition 
by the Chief of the Bureau of Equipment for musie for 
the band at the United States Naval Station at Manila 
included among the selections these: La Gasa Ladra; 
Mirella; Nachtgesang (from Tristan and Isolde); Strauss 
waltz; and the following marches: Invincible Eagle, a 


_ favorite in the Navy; Congress Hall, Yorktown’s Cen- 


tennial, The White Plume and the American Patrol. 
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REVISION OF NAVY DRILL BOOKS. 


The board for the Revision of Service Drill Books, ap- 
pointed by the Bureau of Navigation in January, 1904. 
has submitted a report of progress from which the fol- 
lowing extracts are made for the information of the 
naval service. 

All naval drills and practical exercises have been 
carefully revised. Unnecessary changes have been 
avoided, and the requirements of the Navy Regulations 
have been kept constantly in view. 

For convenience in use, all of the drills and notes have 
been classified under three separate heads—ship drills. 
boat drills and shore drills—and these have been em- 
bodied in separate books bearing the following titles: 
“Ship and Gun Drills, U.S. Navy, 1905,” “Boat-Book, 
U.S. Navy, 1905,” “The Landing Force and Small-Arm 
Instructions, U.S. Navy, 1905.” 

Samples of these proposed books, showing the binding, 
type, paper, etc., were furnished by the U.S. Naval 
Institute for inspection and approval. In general style 
and quality of material they resemble the Gun and 
Torpedo Drills, 1900, except that the pages will be 3-8 
inch longer. The three books will contain about 1,200 
pages, but will not be more than 5-8 inch in thickness, 
The books are easily distinguished from each other by 
different colored ends and by pictures on the covers. 

Ship and gun drills. This drill book is designed to 
cover, so far as practicable, all drills and exercises which 
are carried out exclusively on board ship. It is divided 
into seven parts, which are briefly described below. <A 
table of contents precedes each part. 


Part. I. (1) Organization. (2) Practical Naval Gun- 
nery. 
Part II. Gun Drills and Notes Thereon. (1) Safety. 


Orders and Precautions. (2) Notes on Drills for Main 
sattery Guns. (3) Notes on Sights, Firing Attachments, 
Miss-fires, Primers, Gas Checks, ete. (4) Notes on Tur- 
rets and Turret Mounts. (5) Drills for Main Battery 
Guns. (6) Notes on Drills for Secondary and Machine 
Guns. 

Part III. Emergency Drills. (1) Collision Drill. (2) 
Provision Call and Abandon Ship. (3) Fire Drill. (4) 
Fire and Rescue Party. (5) Clear Ship for Action. (6) 
General Quarters. 


Part IV. (1) Smokeless Powder. (2) Gun Cotton. (3) 
Torpedoes. 
Part V. Notes on Various Ordnance Material. 


Part VI. Physica] Exercises. 

Part VII. Music and Bugle Calls. 

In the preparation of this book the board as a whole 
has passed upon the contents of each chapter, but the 
initial work was divided among the various members of 
the board, whose names are, for the sake of future refer- 
ence, indicated at the beginning of each part. In some 
cases complete chapters have been prepared by officers 
not members of the board. Such chapters are indicated 
in the text. 

Full use has been made of the various pamphlets and 
hand books on subjects incorporated herein, and particu- 
larly has the board availed itself of the excellent drill 
book entitled “Gun and Torpedo Drills, U.S. Navy,” 
prepared by Lieut. E. W. Eberle, U.S.N., in 1900, much 
of which has been copied in its" original form, into this 
book. 

All drills have been duly amplified and carefully re- 
vised to date. The gun drills were prepared by three 
boards of officers convened by the Commander-in-Chief 
of the North Atlantic Fleet, under direction of the 
Bureau of Navigation. These drills are supplemented 
by carefully prepared detailed notes, so that officers 
placed in charge of guns for the first time may derive 
the maximum benefit from the accumulated experience 
of those officers who have achieved the best results in 
actual firing. The book also contains instructions for 
Collision Drill, Provision Call, Abandon Ship, Fire 
Irill, Fire and Rescue Party, Clear Ship for Action, 
and General Quarters. Instructions on each of these 
exercises conform to the Navy Regulations and to the 
customs of the Service. The incorporation of these into 
the drill book insures uniformity in their execution, and 
informs young officers as to what is sought to be ac- 
complished at each of these exercises. The information 
contained in this chapter will be of value to the Ser- 
vice and will conduce to uniformity of organization 
afloat. 

Physical exercises and music will be added to the 
book. Insertion of these chapters in the Landing Force 
and Small-Arm Instructions was found to make it too 
bulky. 

Boat-Book. This manual contains instructions on all 
matters pertaining to boats, boat exercises, ete., as well 
as the boat signal code, and is divided under the follow- 
ing headings: I. Boats in general. II. Boat-gear and 
equipment. III. Life-boats. IV. Drills and exercises. 
(1) Tactical exercises; (2) Ordinary service (unequipped 
boats); a, under oars; b, under sail; c, steam boats; (3) 
Armed boat expeditions; (4) Abandon ship. V. General 
instructions concerning service in ships’ boats. VI. Boat 
Salutes and Boat Etiquette. VII. Regulations for pre- 
-enting collisions so far as they apply to boats, and a 
list of buoys used in U.S. waters. VIII. Signals: Navy 
signals, boat signals. 

The boat-book supersedes the Boat Signal Book, 1898. 
Pages 37 to 135 of that book are unchanged. The first 
thirty-six pages of that book have been considerably 
amplified and have been revised to date, so that the book 
will contain all drills and exercises in ships’ boats, as 
well as instructions for ordinary handling of and service 
in boats, boat etiquette, etc., etc. Heretofore much of 
the information contained in this book has been handed 
down in the Navy by tradition only, or by instructions 
seattered among many different publications in such a 
manner as frequently to be beyond the reach of officers 
and petty officers. It is therefore believed that the in- 
corporation of this information in a single volume will 
not only conduce to efficiency and uniformity in these 
drills and exercises, but will be found by all officers con- 
cerned to be very convenient in use. 

The Landing Force and Small-Arms Instructions. The 
contents of this book are as follows: Part I. The Land- 
ing Foree. Camping. Military Hygiene. First Aid. Out- 
posts and Patrols. Scouting. Marches. Advance and Rear 
Guards, Formations for Street Riots. Wall Scaling. Field 
Fortifications. Part II. Manual of Guard Duty. Guard 
Mounting. Vart III. Extended Order. Part IV. Drill 
Regulations for Artillery. Artillery in the Field. Part 
V. Firing Regulations for Small-Arms. Part VI. In- 
fantry Drill Regulations (Close Order). 

The instructions for the Landing Force have been 
made as practical as possible. The Drill Regulations 
for Infantry are based upon the new Army Regulations. 
All the principles of the latter are adopted for the Navy, 
but only those formations and military movements have 
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been included that are necessary efficiently to carry out 
the practical work that may be required. of a naval 
landing force: all other Infantry formations being 
omitted. 

Changes in the Navy manual of arms, the facings and 
other minor features, not essential to practical uni- 
formity in co-operation with the Army, have been 
avoided. 

The Firing Regulations for Small-Arms conform in 
all essential particulars to the new Army Regulations. 

Physical Drill without Arms (setting-up exercises), 
has been greatly simplified and improved. 

It is believed that the plan of classifying the drills 
under three separate heads, and embodying these in 
three handy pocket-books, will be a great convenience to 
the personnel of the Navy. 

The books will be published by the Naval Institute, 
and line officers will be assigned one copy of each book, 
so that each officer may keep his book up-to-date by 
additional notes and corrections, which is impracticable 
under the present system of assigning drill books to 
ships, thus obliging officers to surrender them on being 
transferred to another ship. 

All three books will be sent to the printer by the end 
of January, and they will be issued as soon as the proofs 
can be revised and corrected—probably in the early part 
of the summer. . 
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HOW TO PROVIDE FOR THE ARTILLERY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

There seems to be a decided feeling anent the sub- 
ject of the probable increase in the personnel of the 
Artillery Corps, especially in view of the opinion of the 
War Department that this increase, if made, should not 
thereby increase the present minimum limit of 60,000 
enlisted for the Army, thereby indicating a proba- 
bility of the reduction in the present number of the In- 
fantry or Cavalry, or in both of these arms, and neces- 
sarily at the expense in some ways of each arm so af- 
fected, 


If such a policy be adopted, it will affect the effici- 
ency and morale of the Artillery adversely not alone in 
the matter of rank and promotion, but also, if not 
wisely and properly made, to a much greater extent as 
to Artillery efficiency. It is an easy matter for a 
specialist, as a very proficient lawyer, or an Infantry 
officer, to say that he can readily drop his special pro- 
fession and as efficiently take up that of an operating 
surgeon or Artillery officer. But men of common sense 
everywhere know that such a thing is impossible and 
impracticable until after years of study and practice in 
the new profession. This latter for officers long in their 
special arm and limited as to time by a retiring age is 
simply impossible, but such limitations manifestly do 
not apply to those of sufficient youth and length of fu- 
ture service as to make the old saying nugatory that 
“vou can’t teach old dogs new tricks;” for it implies on 
its face that you can teach young dogs new tricks. 

We come then to the means by which we can best 
make the Artillery increase with least detriment to the 
Service in general. 

It is the military policy of every government to main- 
tain at their maximum of organization and strength in 
peace those arms of the Service which require the 
longest time and greatest effort to train for efficiency in 
war, and this policy applies in our Service with much 
greater force than in any other. These arms stand in 
relative order as to time and cost of training, etc., as 
the Coast and Field Artillery, Cavalry and Infantry. 
When a field army is to take the field in war, the ad- 
vanced line—**screen”—to be thrown out immediately is 
the cavalry and its horse artillery. That this may be 
done at once and effectively the cavalry regiments, of 
France and Germany for instance, are organized with 
four regular and one depot squadron; in the event of 
war the latter gives up its men and horses to the 
former, which at a moment’s warning is enabled to take 
the field at its full war strength complete, of about 600 
men and horses each, due provision also being made to 
enable the field, and especially the horse artillery, to do 
the same. 

In this country there cannot be found a sufficient 
number of reasonably good militia Cavalry troops to 
make a single Cavalry regiment, and the same holds to 
a much greater extent respecting Field Artillery; conse- 
quently it must be our policy to maintain these arms 
in our service in a very much greater proportion as 
compared with Infantry than is usual in armies, for 
we find ‘in the militia over a hundred regiments of In- 
fantry, one-third of which may be classed as indifferent, 
another third as fair, and the remainder, equal in num- 
ber to our entire Regular Infantry force, as good. It 
is manifest that it is not a wise policy to reduce in 
anywise the present force of our Cavalry in order to 
make provision for the increase in the Coast Artillery. 

If we take four regiments of Infantry, the equivalent 
of the Artillery increase, say the 27th, Sth, 9th and 
30th Regiments, and transfer them bodily to the Coast 
Artillery, we not only will be converting into Artillery 
officers a lot of men that every intelligent man knows 
can never, under the circumstanees, become efficient in 
their new profession. The fact that the increase of the 
Infantry in 1901 took effect at once upon the passage of 
the act making it, while such was not the case in the 
Artillery, would place officers who were once juniors 
over the heads of their former seniors in a very large 
number of cases. But this evil, great as it really 
would be, is very much less than that which will result 
from the fact that a large number of Infantry officers, 
senior in rank but junior in age to Artillery officers, 
would thus be transferred. For instance, the lieutenant 
colonels and majors of the above indicated regiments, or 
any others, average nearly four years younger than the 
officers of like grades in the Artillery. The result of 
this would be that a number of the present lieutenant 
colonels of Artillery would never be promoted to a 
colonel’s command, while a long string of the present 
Artillery majors would never reach a higher grade than 
that of lieutenant colonel. This great evil can readily 
be remedied by making it a provision of law that offi- 
cers so transferred shall take rank with Artillery offi- 
cers according to seniority by length of service in the 
Army as commissioned officers. But this done there 





- would be less heard about such transfers. 


The policy that unquestionably ought to be main- 
tained is to consider the Coast Artillery in the same 
relation to the field Army, as the Marine Corps bears 
to our sea Navy. Unquestionably the Marine Corps 
and Navy proper are very much more intimately con- 
nected, both ashore in navy yards and at sea on war 
ships, than it will ever be possible for the Coast Artil- 
lery to be connected with our field Army proper, which 
should be in fact just what every good citizen naturally 


So 


supposes it to be, a field Army pure and simple, com- 
prising in general just what every army they ever 
read about in history does, infantry, cavalry and 
field artillery. With the strength of the Coast Artillery 
excluded from the authorized minimum of 60,000 en- 
listed, the Army would number only 46,000 men, and 
the necessity for any reduction of other arms to pro- 
vide men for the Coast Artillery will not be apparent. 
That this exclusion is practicable, even from a politicai 
point of view, is evinced by the policy of the minority 
party when the increase of the Army was under dis- 
cussion in Congress. Years ago the Hon. Samuel J. 
Tilden, the wisest and greatest Democrat of them all, 
wrote a famous letter urging in the strongest terms the 
wisdom of making adequate provision for coast de- 
fense. When this discussion was on, the party in 
opposition made no objections to an increase in the 
Coast Artillery, and public opinion all over the United 
States is as strongly in favor of a proper coast defense, 
both equipment and personnel, as it is in favor of an 
adequate Navy, simply because, aside from any technical 
question of coast defense proper, everyone can readily 
understand that any navy, however powerful, would be 
utterly inefficient and worthless without a_ perfectly 
secure base of operations in our thoroughly defended 
harbors. ? 

But to waive the wisdom of the policy of excluding 
the strength of the Coast Artillery from the minimum 
of 60,000 for the Army. It is manifestly idiotic te 
make any reduction at all in our present inadequate 
force of Cavalry for any purpose whatever. There re- 
mains then only to consider the Infantry as the only 
victim for the slaughter, and the best method possible 
of doing it to death or otherwise. The personnel now 
urgently required to be added to the Coast Artillery 
numbers 4,970. It is quite within the memory of the 
older officers that the Artillery has been subjected to 
this same process for the benefit of the Cavalry and 
Infantry when they urgently needed the men for the 
prosecution of our Indian wars (and turn about is said 
to be fair play), when Artillery companies were re- 
duced to fifty men each, and light batteries to sixty-six. 
If this most unwise policy were again followed, as there 
are 360 companies of Infantry, it would require four- 
teen men from each company to make good the 4,970 
required, reducing the Infantry companies to fifty-one 
men each. By far the wiser policy would be to leave 
the regimental organization intact also, but to skele- 
tonize one battalion in each regiment; by this means 
there will be found: Majors, 30; battalion staff, first 
and second lieutenants, each, 30; captains, first and 
second lieutenants, each, 120; total officers, 450; en- 
listed, 7,800. 

Of the men, after providing the 4,970 for the Artil- 
lery Corps, there would remain 2, There are 
seven Infantry regiments on duty in the so-called for- 
eign ports, which would have fifty-six companies, to 
which this surplus of 2,880 men would be assigned at 
fifty men per company, thus giving to each company on 
so-called foreign service 115 men. As to the disposition 
of the 450 surplus officers: there are 473 line officers on 
detached service, about 135 of Artillery, 113 of Cavalry, 
and 225 of Infantry. Of these surplus officers 225 
would provide for all Infantry details, 135 for the Ar- 
tillery, and all of the Cavalry details but twenty-three. 
And this is probably the most important feature of 
this policy. By far the most urgent need of the Artil- 
lery at the present time is that of officers on duty with 
their men, this shortage being far more stringent and 
destructive of Artillery efficiency than the want of men, 
great as that undoubtedly is. This evil is great for 
both the Cavalry and Infantry, but the adoption 
of this policy would almost entirely remedy the evil of 
absentee officers from their proper duties with troops 
in both these arms of the Service, and no one but 
officers on real duty with troops can have any idea how 
great would be such benefits. At the same time, in 
compensation for supposed evils to the Infantry from 
the adoption of this policy, they will fall heir to pretty 
much all of the so-called “soft snaps,’ “faney duties,” 
in the Army. 

Such a policy will not abolish any regiment. It will 
not transfer to high grades in the Artillery manifestly 
incompetent officers, “old dogs,’ who will have no time 
in which to become even reasonably efficient before 
retirement, and it will not impose upon a large num- 
ber of worthy Artillery officers the monstrous injustice 
of depriving them of ever attaining the grade and com- 
mand of a colonel, and this, too, without in any wise 
improving the status of officers transferred to the Ar- 
tillery save the possibly unjust one of ranking their 
brother officers who formerly ranked them. 

But after all has been said, it is believed that if the 
military status of this whole subject of calling a spade 
a spade and meaning it to be a spade—of meaning by 
our term an “army” just what public opinion commonly 
and naturally understand as a field army—be properly 
placed before the Congress, it will be perfectly willing 
to give such understanding the force of law, and ex- 
clude the strength of the Coast Artillery from the maxi- 
mum strength of the Army of 100,000, and the minimum 
of 60,000 men. 

There most certainly is not the remotest reason nor 
necessity for abolishing any regimental organization 
whatever, nor for the transfer of any officers, except 
possibly second lieutenants, who may desire it, to the 
Artillery; we may reasonably expect to be able to teach 
these “young dogs” “‘many new tricks.”

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Recent reports throw doubt upon the heroic defense of 
Port Arthur for which General Stoessel received so much 
credit at the time. The correspondent of the London 
Times, who has returned from a visit to Port Arthur, 
describes the impressions he gathered there, and says: 
“Without witnessing them nobody could form any idea of 
the stupendous strength of the forts or the incredible 
heroism displayed in their capture. No foreign officer 
is able to explain the reason for the surrender of Port 
Arthur. Those who have seen the condition of the fort- 
ress believe that no more discreditable surrender is re- 
corded in history. There were 25,000 able-bodied men, 
capable of making a sortie, hundreds of officers all well 
nourished, and plenty of ammunition, the largest maga- 
zine being untouched and full to the roof with all kinds 
of ammunition for naval guns. There was, further, am- 
ple food for three months, even if no fresh supplies could 
be received, and besides, the waters are teeming with fish. 
There was an abundance of wine and medical comforts 
and Jarge quantities of fuel of all kinds. The stories that 
the Red Cross buildings were wrecked by the Japanese 
fire are admitted by reputable residents to have been pure 
fabrications to excite sympathy. All accounts agree in 


condemning the majority of the officers, who feared the 
failure of comforts more than of ammunition, and agree 
that no man ever held a responsible command who less 
deserved the title of hero than General Stoessel.”

The President has approved and signed the S.R. 24 
and S.R. 78, to permit Luis Bogran, H., of Honduras, 
and Frutos Tomas Plaza, of Ecuador, to receive in- 
struction at the Military Academy. 

The Senate has passed S.R. 88, authorizing the Sec- 
retary of War to furnish a condemned cannon to the 
University of Minnesota, at Minneapolis, Minn., to be 
placed on campus as a memorial to students of the uni- 
versity who served in Spanish War. Also S. 4778, to 
pay to E. B. Rogers, pay inspector, U.S.N., $1,000, in 
full for all losses of personal property incurred by him 
by reason of the destruction by fire of the Windsor 
House at Yokohama, Japan, on the morning of Feb. 8, 
1886. 

The Senate has passed S. 5997, authorizing the Presi- 
dent to nominate and appoint William L. Patterson a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the U.S. Army. He was designated by 
President McKinley for second lieutenant on July 8, 
1901. By mistake in the War Department, the papers 
went into the files of the Department and Mr. Patterson 
was not notified of his appointment. After the death of 
President McKinley President Roosevelt appointed Mr. 
Patterson to the place intended for him. He resigned 
his business position to study for examination, but be- 
came ineligible in the meantime, because he had reached 
the age limit—twenty-seven years. Later on he was ap- 
pointed for service in the Porto Rico Provisional Regi- 
ment, served with distinction as a lieutenant for nearly 
three years, and last June, when all of the officers were 
mustered out and only those reappointed who were fully 
qualified, after examination, received a rating of over 
90 per cent., and now is a first lieutenant and battalion 
adjutant. Mr. Root while Secretary of War recom- 
mended his appointment to the Army, and said: “An 
examination of his record and of the young man himself 
produced a firm conviction in my mind that he is very 
desirable material for the Army, and I very much re- 
gretted that the statute’ created a bar to his appoint- 
ment.” The bill S. 5997 has been reported favorably to 
the House by the Committee on Military Affairs. 

The Senate has passed bills granting the following 
monthly pensions: $30 to the widow of Pay Dir. Ed- 
ward Bellows, U.S.N.; $30 to the widow of Brig. Gen. 
Stephen W. Groesbeck, U.S.A.; $30 to the widow of 
Capt. Frederick W. Kingsbury, 2d U.S. Cav.; $18 to the 
widow of Gun. William J. Ferguson; $40 to the widow 
of Col. Hugh A. Theaker, 16th U.S. Inf.; $25 to the 
widow of Capt. Edward S. Avis, U.S.A., retired; and 
$50 to the widow of Col. John N. Andrews, 12th U.S. 
Inf. 

Mr. Penrose has submitted to the Senate an intended 
amendment to the Naval Appropriation Bill, to insert: 
“That all officers of the Navy below the grade of rear 
admiral, and all officers of the Marine Corps below the 
grade of brigadier general, with creditable records, includ- 
ing those naval officers retired with the relative rank of 
‘commodore, who served during the Civil War and who 
were honorably retired prior to the passage of the act ap- 
proved March 3, 1899, may, in the discretion of the Presi- 
dent, be advanced on the retired list one grade above the 
grade or rank now held by tkem, to take effect from the 
date of the approval of said act; and that rear admirals 
retired prior to the passage of said act shall receive the 
same pay as officers of the Navy of corresponding grade 
who have been retired under said act: Provided, That 
this act shall not apply to any officer who has been ad- 
vanced on the retired list, or has been restored to the 
Navy and placed on the retired list by virtue of the pro- 
visions of a special act of Congress.’ 

Mr. Penrose has submitted to the Senate a proposed 
amendment to the Naval Appropriation Bill, to appropri- 
ate $51,000 “for the pay of not exceeding thirty dental 
surgeons, which (sic) the President is hereby author- 
ized to appoint to the rank of acting assistant surgeons 
in the Navy.” 

Mr. Hansbrough has submitted to the Senate an in- 
tended amendment to the Army Bill, proposing to appro- 
priate $200,000 for continuing construction and improve- 
— at the military post at Fort Abraham Lincoln, N. 

ak. 

Mr. Patterson has submitted to the Senate a resolution 
directing the Secretary of War “to transmit to the Sen- 
ate a list of all officers of the Army now on the retired 
list and who are detailed for service, giving the names 
of such officers, their rank, where located, and the ser- 
vice for which they are detailed.” 

Mr. Alger in introducing in the Senate S. 6860, to ap- 
propriate $5,000 for a monument to the late Capt. 
Charles Vernon Gridley, U.S.N., presented a letter from 
Captain Gridley’s mother to President Roosevelt, asking 
his influence in favor of the bill. It recalls that Captain 
Gridley commanded the Olympia (Admiral Dewey’s flag- 
ship) at Manila, his death being due to services thereon 
during the battle, and that his son, Mrs. Gridley’s only 
grandson, was killed on the U.S.S. Missouri, and the 
monument could answer for both father and son. The 
letters adds: “I feel that I am not asking too much, for 
both died for their country. Neither would I ask it if I 
had the means to erect this monument myself; but I am 
at present, at the age of nearly eighty, a clerk in one of 
your Departments working for my living. Our Michi- 
gan friends would rejoice if I should be successful, as 
that was our home, and the other States would be glad.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald has submitted to the House a resolution 
requesting the Secretary of the Navy to transmit to the 
House all communications from the commandant, or 
other officials, at the navy yard, New York, relative to 
delayed deliveries of materials for use in the construction 
of the U.S.S. Connecticut, and to inform the House what 
action, if any, has been taken by him in reference thereto. 

Secretary Morton has transmitted to Congress a re- 
quest that the following item be inserted in the Naval 
Appropriation bill: ‘That out of the appropriation of 
$25,000 authorized by the Naval Appropriation Act, ap- 
proved March 3, 1903, for the erection of new buildings 
by the United States Naval Hospital, Yokohama, Japan, 
to replace buildings unfit for further use, the sum of 

000, or as much thereof as may be necessary, may 
be expended for the acquisition of additional land ad- 
joining the present naval hospital grounds.” 

In a letter to the Chairman of the House Naval Com- 
mittee, dated Jan. 18, the Chief of the Navy Bureau of 
Ordnance says in reply to a telephone message from 
Mr. Foss: “If the deficiency appropriation of $6,000,000 
under ‘Armor and armament’ for this present year, which 
Congress has been asked for, is allowed, an appropria- 
tion of $18,000,000 for armor and armament for the 
fiscal year 1905-6 will be necessary.” The estimated 
amount still required to complete the armor and arma- 





ment coming under the cognizance of this bureau, of all 
ships authorized to date, is $35,286,209. 

January 20 the Secretary sent a‘ letter to Chairman 
Toss transmitting an estimate from Chief Constructor 
Capps and Engineer-in-Chief Rae, showing that an ap- 
propriation of $49,177,616 is required to complete ves- 
sels now authorized under “Increase of. the Navy, con- 
struction and machinery.” Of this $30,410,837 will be 
required in the next appropriation act including $7,000,- 
000 in the deficiency act. For equipment outfits $100,- 
000 will be needed for the remainder of the present fiscal 
year, $500,000 for the fiscal year 1906, $400,000 for the 
fiscal year 1907, and $300,000 each for the fiscal years 
1908 and 1909. 

An estimate of deficiencies for the Navy Department 
amounting to $14,837,111.39 has also been sent to Con- 
gress by Secretary Morton. It includes under “Increase 
of the Navy,” $6,000,000 for armor and armament, 
$7,000,000 for construction and machinery, $100,000 for 
equipment contingent. For maintenance of colliers 
$168,480 is asked; for ordnance, $551,126.67; for steam 
machinery, $701,475.92; for Washington Naval Hospital, 
$60,000; for New York Naval Laboratory, $20,000; con- 
tingent, $56,114.61. 

In a letter to the Chairman of the House Naval Com- 
mittee Jan. 21, Secretary Morton called attention to the 
importance of passing the following measures recom- 
mended by the Department: (1) Providing for the pro- 
motion of warrant machinists to the grade of chief ma- 
chinist, and changing the title ‘‘warrant. machinist” to 
“machinist”; (2) Placing chief boatswains, chief gunners, 
and (proposed) chief machinists on the same footing, with 
respect to appointment to the grade of ensign, as boat- 
swains, gunners and warrant officers; and (3) Providing 
that the pay of warrant and other officers when pro- 
moted to a higher grade shall begin from the date they 
take rank therein. 

The Secretary of the Navy appeared before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs on Jan. 26 and told the mem- 
bers of the committee what he deemed necessary in the 
way of naval legislation at this session of Congress. The 
Secretary talked about many matters and among them 
the subject of his recent contract with the Holland Boat 
Company received some attention. The Secretary frankly 
told the committee that the Navy Department had urged 
the authorization of three new battleships this year for 
the reason that Congress, instead of authorizing two bat- 
tleships last year had authorized but one, and for the 
reason that he believed three battleships this year were 
absolutely necessary to maintain the even and gradual in- 
crease for the Navy which had been recommended, after 
the most careful consideration, by the General Board, 
of which Admiral Dewey is president. Although the Gen- 
eral Board in its recommendation for new construction 
recommended in addition to three battleships the authori- 
zation of six torpedoboats, six torpedoboat destroyers, 
five scout cruisers, two squadron colliers, a gunboat of 
the Helena class, two river gunboats and a steam launch 
for use in Chinese rivers, the Secretary told the commit- 
tee that in view of the general wish to economize in the 
«3timates in the appropriations of this Congress, he was 
urging the authorization of only the most important part 
of the new construction recommended by the board, three 
battleships, costing $8,000,000 each. He pointed to the 
‘act that if these ships were authorized this year no ap- 
prupriation would be necessary until next year, as it re- 
quires about one year to prepare the plans and let the 
contract. The Secretary was accompanied to the Capi- 
tol by Rear Admiral: Converse, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation, both of whom gave the committee a great 
deal of information regarding the needs of the Navy. 

The Military Academy Appropriation Bill, H.R. 17984, 
as reported to the House by the Committee on Military 
Affairs, makes the following appropriations: Perma- 
nent establishment, $267,500, a decrease of $12,000 from 
the $279,500 asked for; extra pay of officers, $24,300, 
decrease of $1,700 from $26,000 asked; band and gen- 
eral Army service, $103,528.38, the amount asked for; 
pay of civilians, $53,880, decrease of $1,380 from $565,- 
260 asked; current and ordinary expenses, $116,655, the 
amount asked for; miscellaneous, $46,555, decrease of 
$5,020 from $51,575 asked; buildings and grounds, $56,- 
995, decrease of $36,787 from $93,873 asked; total, 
$669,413.38, decrease of $56,978 from the $726,391.38 
asked for. The bill contains the following provisos: 
That hereafter the associate professor of mathematics 
shall have pay and allowances of a major, and the posi- 
tion shall be filled by the detail of an officer from the 


Army at large. .One increasing the relative rank of the’ 


master of sword from that of first lieutenant to captain 
mounted; and when the present incumbent retires the 
office shall be filled by detail from the Army. Also, a 
slight change of Section 1111, Revised Statutes, is made. 
It was evidently the intention of the committee and Con- 
gress when the law was enacted giving status to the Mili- 
tary Academy band to give the teacher of music the rank, 
pay and allowances of a second lieutenant; but while he 
receives the pay the other allowances seem to be denied 
him. The bill corrects this. Reporting the bill the 
House Committee on Military Affairs note that appropri- 
ations for the Military Academy for the past eight years 
have been as follows: 1898, $479,572.83; 1899, $458,- 
689.23; 1900, $575,774.47; 1901, $674,306.67 ; i 
$772,653.68; 1903, $2,627,324.42; 1904, $652,748.67; 
1905, $973,947.26. 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
favorably H.R. 17750, to restore to the Navy the three 
midshipmen who were dismissed from the Naval Academy 
for hazing. ‘The committee quotes the President’s mes- 
sage to Congress in favor of such a measure, and says: 
“The bill having been carefully drawn by the Judge Ad- 
voecate General of the Navy, your committee believes it 
will accomplish the purpose desired in this case; and 
without in any way restoring these cadets to the Naval 
Academy would permit their appointment at sea in the 
Navy, below all their class, subject however to a thor- 
ough examination which would be conducted under the 
orders of the Secretary of the Navy instead of sending 
them to the Academy for examination. Your committee 
believe that this leniency, which can only be shown by 
and through an act of Congress, would be proper under 
all the circumstances of the case.” 

The House has received from the Secretary of War an 
estimate of $60,000 for the construction of a military 
hospital upon the Moro Military Reservation, San 
Juan, P.R. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs recom- 
mends the passage of the bill S. 4164, relating to brevets 
with the following amendment: Strike out all after the 
enacting clause, being all after line two, and insert in 
lieu thereof the following: ‘‘The President of the United 
States, within one year from the approval of this act, 
is hereby authorized and empowered, at his discretion, 
to nominate and, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, to appoint to brevet rank all officers of the 
United States Army now on the active or retired list 


who by their department commander, and with the con- 
currence of the Commanding General of the Army, have 
been or may recommended for gallant and distin- 
guished conduct in war with Spain and in the presence 
of the enemy, or in armed conflicts in and during the 
China relief expedition, or the insurrection in the Philip- 
pines, stating the time and place of such gallant and 
distinguished conduct.” The Committee say: “It is 
deemed best by your committee not to appeal or re-enact 
section 1209 of the Revised Statutes as proposed by the 
Senate bill, but to enact supplemental legislation per- 
mitting the President to confer the brevet rank on offi- 
cers for gallant and distinguished conduct in the war 
with Spain, in the presence of the enemy, or in armed 
conflict in and during the China relief expedition, or the 
insurrection in the Philippines. For that reason your 
committee have reported the substitute as stated above. 
The report made in the Senate on this measure is here- 
to annexed and made a part of this report.” 

The House Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
favorably S. 2164, for the relief of Henry E. Rhoades, 
assistant engineer, U.S.N., retired. A like bil! was 
passed in the Fifty-first Congress, but during the last 
hours, so failed to reach the President before Congress 
had adjourned. Henry E. Rhoades saw service as a 
private of Volunteers during the Civil War, and in the 
naval service later as a volunteer, as third assistant en- 
gineer, serving in Japan during the revolution of 1869. 
He was appointed a second assistant engineer in the 
Regular Navy Feb. 25, 1871, serving on special duty at 
Key West, and in 1872 on the Ossipee. In 1873 he 
was detailed for the special cruise in the Arctic regions 
in search of the Polaris survivors. Served on the Ca- 
nonicus. Was condemned by medical survey and retireu 
Dec. 30, 1874, on furlough pay. Against this he pro- 
tested as soon as his physical condition permitted him 
to do so, and the committee states that the justice of 
his protest against retirement or merely furlough pay 
has been recognized. He should have been retired “on 
account of incapacity resulting from long and faithful 
service, from wounds or injuries received in the line of 
duty, or from sickness or exposure.” The present bill 
would retire him on three-quarters pay. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
H.R. 12857, for the relief of Alexander Moore, late 
captain, 3d U.S. Cav., with the recommendation that it 
do not. pass. He entered the Volunteer service Dec. 2, ’61, 
served with gallantry upon the staff of Gen. Philip Kear- 
ny, later with General Hooker, and throughout the war ; 
was mustered out Sept. 26, 1866.. He was commissioned as 
captain, 38th Regular Infantry, Jan. 22, 1867, and re- 
signed Aug. 10, 1879. During his service in the Army 
he campaigned against the Apache Indians and was dis- 
tinguished for courage, skill and gallantry. This bill 
authorizes the President to appoint and retire him as a 
captain of Cavalry. The Committee says: ‘Notwith- 
standing Captain Moore’s distinguished service, your 
Committee is constrained to report this bill unfavorably, 
for the reason that he voluntarily left the service of the 
U.S. without serving the time required by law to en- 
title him to retirement. Retired pay is deemed to be 
deferred pay for those officers who have served forty 
years in the Army. To pass this bill would be to es- 
tablish a precedent your committee can not approve and 
one which would unduly swell the retired list, already 
extremely large, and which would ultimately cost the 
Government many hundreds of thousands of dollars.” 

The House Committee on Military Affairs has also 
reported adversely H.R. 15916, for the promotion and re- 
tirement of Col. John B. Rodman, U.S. Army, retired. 
He entered the Military Academy Sept. 1, 1863, and 
after forty years’ service was retired at his own request 
Oct. 31, 19038, as a colonel. To authorize an officer’s 
advancement on the retired list he must have “served 
with credit as an officer or as an enlisted man in the 
Regular or Volunteer forces during the Civil War prior 
to April 9, 1865.” The Committee holds that Colonel 
Rodman did not have such service, and the lack of it 
bars him from the benefits of the act. He did serve 
as a civilian employee at the Watertown Arsenal prior 
to his admission to the Academy, and it is such service 
that the Congress is asked to consider in support of his 
claim. The Committee believe that in spite of Colonel 
Rodman’s long and honorable service the precedent 
would be a bad one. Every employee of the Govern- 
ment during the Civil War who subsequently entered the 
Army and has been retired, would have an equally just 
claim to such recognition. 

In the House of Representatives, Jan. 23, Mr. Little- 
field, of Maine, said: “I find that the total permanent 
annual appropriation for the fiscal year 1905—the total 
regular and permanent annual appropriations were $783,- 
974,206.79. The estimate for regular and permanent an- 
nual appropriations for the fiscal year 1906 is $790,260,- 
367.71. The estimated revenues for 1906 are only $725,- 
590,515. This would show a deficit as compared with the 
estimated regular and permanent annual appropriations 
of something like $64,669,852.31. Now, it seems to me, 
Mr. Chairman, that one of two things must be done: 
Hither we must reduce appropriations or increase the 
revenues, or else we face a deficit. The Army Bill, com- 
pared with that of last year, shows $69,310,821.64, a de- 
crease of something like $7,759,479.34. The District of 
Columbia Bill carries $9,528,604, and shows a decrease of 
$1,489,944. The Fortification Bill carries $6,747,893, and 
shows a decrease of $770,299. The Indian Appropriation 
Bill carries $7,335,446.02; and shows a decrease of $2,- 
112,521.38. The Legislative Appropriation Bill carries 
$28,838,709.84, and shows an increase of $280,451.62. The 
Military Academy Bill carries $669,413.38, and shows a 
decrease of $304,533.43. The Pension Appropriation Bill 
carries $138,250,100, and shows a decrease of $110,600. 
The Post-office Appropriation Bill, as reported, carries 
$180,781,993.75, an increase of $8,235,995. This shows an 
aggregate decrease of $12,547,377.05 and an increase of 
$8,516,446.42, a net decrease of only $4,030,930.63.”

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The U.S. battleship Indiana, which is being extensive- 
ly repaired at the navy yard, New York, has been towed 
over to the long dock, near Drydock No. 1, as her repairs 
have reached a point where heavy iron work is being 
employed and it is necessary for her to be near the iron 
shops. It has been decided that superheaters will be 
fitted to the eight new boilers which are to be put in. 

The navy department of Japan announces the forma- 
tion of a special service squadron. No details are given. 

The collier Lebanon entered the new drydock at 
Portsmouth, N.H., Jan. 24 at 8:45 am. The docking 
was without incident and there were few spectators 
owing to the intensely cold weather. The naval board 
appointed to make the official test of the dock before 
its acceptance by the Government, consisting of Capt. 
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Albert S. Snow, Civil Engr. R. ©. ae, 79 Comdr. 
John R. Edwards, Naval Constr. George H. Rock and 
Civil Engr. E. R. Gayler, U.S.N., were present and 
witnessed the docking. Everything worked smoothly 
and at 11 o’clock the basin had been entirely pumped out. 


The submarine torpedoboat Plunger, according to ad- 
vices from Newport, R.I., came near sinking at her pier 
at the torpedo station Jan. 21, as a result of a sea valve 
having been left open. It was noticed that the sub- 
marine was abnormally low in the water, and investiga- 
tion showed two feet of water in her hold. The torpedo- 
boat McKee pumped the water out. The accident is 
ascribed to carelessness. 

The great Halifax dockyard, established one hundred 
and fifty years ago, is to be abandoned by the British Ad- 
miralty. Its closing with only a week’s notice threw 
three hundred men out of employment. The chief reasons 
for the closing were the expense, its payroll amounting 
to $50,000 a year, and the fact that, in the opinion of the 
Admiralty Board, its maintenance was no longer neces- 
sary in the new scheme of imperial defense. 

Rear Admiral Charles D. Sigsbee, U.S.N., commander 
of the Caribbean Squadron, reported his arrival at Santo 
Domingo Jan. 22 in the flagship Newark. Both the 
Newark and the Castine are representing the United 
States in Dominican waters, although the latter has been 
scheduled to carry Comdr. A. C. Dillingham, U.S.N., to 
San Juan, Porto Rico, where he is to take the mail 
steamer for the United States. 

The furniture of the U.S.S. Reina Mercedes, prepar- 
ing for commission at the navy yard, Portsmouth, N. 
H., is being put on board that ship and is exceedingly 
handsome in design. 

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyers Hull, Lieut. Freder- 
ick A, Traut, U.S.N. commanding, and the Truxtun, 
Lieut. Walter 8S. Crosley, U.S.N., have sailed from 


the navy yard, Norfolk, Va., for the Caribbean to - 


join the torpedo division of the coast squadron of the 
North Atlantic Fleet to which they are attached. The 
destroyers will proceed down the coast to Charleston, S. 
C., where they will stop to replenish their coal supplies, 
and will proceed thence to Culebra, the base of the North 
Atlantic Fleet’s operations during the evolutions. 


Sullivan and Cromwell, as counsel for the reorganiza- 
tion committee of the United States Shipbuilding Com- 
pany, announce that holders of certificates of deposits 
issued for first mortgage sinking fund gold bonds are re- 
quested to present them, properly indorsed in blank, to 
the City Trust Company, in exchange for which they will 
receive certificates for seven per cent. non-cumulative pre- 
ferred and common stock of the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration, in accordance with the provision of the plan and 
agreement of reorganization. 


A. ©. Engard, U.S.N., was retired from the grade of 
chief engineer in second five years after date of commis- 
sion with the relative rank of commander, Feb. 23, 1899. 
Ilis pay on the retired list is $3,300. He was put on 
active duty Dec. 13, 1904, and claims the pay of com- 
mander. This raised the question, What is the pay of 
“an officer of the active list of the grade from which” 
Mr. Engard was retired? The Comptroller decides as 
follows: “Section I of the Navy Personnel Act (30 
Stat., 1005) transferred at its date, March 3, 1899, a 
few days after the retirement of Mr. Engard, the officers 
constituting the Engineer Corps of the Navy to the line 
of the Navy, so that there are now no officers of the ac- 
tive list of the grade from which he was retired; but the 
officers who were ef that grade are now officers of the 
line and one who has the rank of commander is entitled 
under Section 13 of the Personnel Act to pay assimilated 
to that of a lieutenant colonel of the Army when on sea 
duty, and when on shore to that pay reduced by fifteen 
per cent. I am of opinion that under the Personnel Act 
and the Act of June 7, 1900, above quoted, when Mr. En- 
gard was ordered to duty he became entitled for such 
duty to the same pay he would have received had he con- 
tinued on the active list, viz., while on active shore duty, 
to the pay of a lieutenant colonel of the Army after twen- 
ty years’ service reduced by fifteen per cent.; that is, at 
the rate of $3,400 per annum.” 

In response to newspaper statements to the effect that 
the Lake Torpedoboat Company had refused to place its 
submarine Simon Lake X. in competition with a Holland 
submarine, Mr. Simon Lake, president of the company, 
has addressed a petition to Congress stating that the 
truth is just the reverse, and asking for an official inves- 
tigation of the whole matter. Mr. Lake declares that his 
company has insisted upon an actual direct competition 
at sea under the hardest conditions and that rather than 
waive such competition side by side with a Holland Gov 
ernment submarine, it has absolutely refused to accept 
a trial alone for comparison on paper. He also contends 
that his company has been unfairly treated by the Gov- 
ernment and that it will never again build a boat out of 
its own treasury for the chances of a trial by the United 
States Navy. He asks Congress to call upon the Navy 
Department for every report and letter on submarines 
written in the last two years and states that if Congress 
makes some fair provision for the Lake type the company 
will be pleased to send men from its foreign yards, where 
the Lake type has been richly recognized by several gov- 
ernments, and build for the United States.

The tests showed that messages were sent 
many miles further on this coast than under similar cir- 
cumstances in the East. 
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CRUISE OF THE CASTINE. 


A correspondent on board the U.S.S. Castine, in a re- 
cent letter from Trinidad gives the official figures of the 
year’s cruise, which consumed 165 days at sea, during 
which the vessel covered 26,269 miles. He says: “To 
these 165 days and the 26,269 miles should be added twenty- 
two days and 426 miles, estimated distance cruising on 
target ranges, making experimental runs and survey- 
ing for a supposed shoal off Pernambuco, which doesn’t 
exist, but which gave us two days of hard work, so that 
the grand total reaches 187 days at sea, 26,695 miles 
steamed out of the 369 days since leaving Philadelphia. 

“‘We were inspected by the admiral just before he went 
home from Rio and from the posted copy of the report 
we must have passed a satisfactory inspection—at least, 
Commander Dorn so expressed himself and advanced 
every member of the crew two months in conduct classi- 
fication. 

“We are enjoying our stay in Trinidad, but it is very 
hot. The Culgoa, which brought us a lot of stores and 
our Christmas turkeys left on Dec. 20 for San Juan, and 
the Atlanta and Marietta went home, to go out of com- 
mission, the day before. All hands had forty-eight hours’ 
liberty and all returned on time C. and S. 

“The next thing is the maneuvers in which we are to 
be supernumerary, whatever that may be, but we all 
hope to get back to the United States before long and 
go out of commission also, as we read that the small 
ships are all to be put out of commission, and surely the 
Castine is small enough.”

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KEY WEST. 


Key West, Fla., Jan. 20, 1905. 

The past month has witnessed a veritable tidal wave 
of social happenings in Key West which has threatened 
to submerge this detached fragment of the United States. 

The arrival of the Hartford in December sounded the 
call to awake from the drowsy calm of a protracted sum- 
mer. Her officers proved a charming addition to our 
somewhat limited circle, and her seamen apprentices 
swarming up the tall cocoanut trees to rob them of their 
} again fruit became a familiar and interesting 
sight. 

Early in the new year the Hartford was ordered to 
— and relegated to the safe keeping of a dry- 
dock. 

On Jan. 10 the German schoolship, Moltke, arrived 
from Havana, and the picturesqueness of an unfamiliar 
uniform, combined with the military bearing and studied 
courtesy of her officers, rendered their presence doubly 
welcome. The married people’s club of Key West gave 
a very pretty dance at La Brisa (our Casino). The 
Elks Club also entertained the officers of the Moltke at 
a “smoker,’’ where the Artillery band discoursed sweet 
music and stirred to Terpsichorean ardor even the most 
sedate. 

On Friday, Jan. 14, the officers of the Moltke gave a 
“Thee und Tanz,’ at which they proved themselves as 
charming hosts as they had been appreciative guests. 
The ship was beautifully decorated, the collation bounti- 
ful, and as most of the officers were more or less pro- 
ficient in English, the few guests who had counted upon 
airing their rather musty German found no excuse for 
so doing. Sixty sea cadets, or midshipmen, were aboard 
the Moltke under instruction, 160 apprentices and 50 
seamen composed the ship’s company. 

As the launches were starting to convey the guests on 
board there appeared just rounding Fort Taylor, the 
Texas, the Nevada and the Florida moving majestically 
to their moorings. Official duties took precedence of 
social obligations and bunting was temporarily removed 
to admit of firing a salute, while steam launches ap- 
peared to spring, Venus-like, from the foam, as they 
sped to carry greeting to the American admiral. This 
brief delay was fully compensated for to the assembling 
guests by the beauty and interest of the novel scene. 

On the following day the Moltke sailed for Charleston, 
which was to be her last American port before turning 
homeward. 

The sailors are enjoying liberty on shore, and baseball 
games between the soldiers at the barracks and picked 
teams from the ships are of frequent occurrence. The 
Topeka, which preceded the Coast Squadron by but a 
few days, having had a very stormy trip down the 
coast, sent an excellent team on shore last week and the 
men from the Texas are practising for a game to occur 
on Saturday. 

The sailors attached to the naval station and tugs have 
organized a well-appointed and well-run club, where 
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athletics constitute the chief attraction, though a pool 
table and a Victor talking machine also furnish steady 
amusement.

Among other improvements at the naval station are 
four large cisterns and a stand-pipe, nearing comple- 
tion; a power-house, store-house and encircling wall soon 
to be erected. 

This activity on the part of the Government seems 
well-timed, both in view of Key West’s proximity to 
the isthmus and the persistent rumors that Flagler’s 
railroad is really coming and that a ferry equipment to 
convey freight cars direct to Havana will be part of 
the scheme.

Howard, 10th Battalion; treasurer, Brevet Major David 
Wilson, 2d Battery; honorary chaplain, Brevet Major 
William N. Dunnell, D.D., 22d Regiment. Major Bridg- 
man, of Squadron A, the retiring president, was taken 
suddenly ill with acute indigestion, and was removed to 
his hotel. He was later reported greatly improved. Gov- 
ernor Higgins in an address at the opening of the con- 
vention said in part: ‘‘Preparedness for active service 
is the first aim of our military organization. The ranks 
of our companies are filled with the flower of our youth, 
who subject themselves cheerfully to the service dis- 
cipline of camp and field to perfect themselves in the 
school of arms. Our officers emulate the skill and expert 
knowledge of the Regulars, The manly qualities of 
courage and self-sacrifice have never been lacking in our 
American Volunteers, and the effectiveness of our mili- 
tary arm has never been greater than to-day.”’ 


Pennsylvania. 


In speaking of the visit of the detachment of the 8th 
U.S. Infantry to Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 18 as the guests 
of Co. I, 3d Regiment of Pennsylvania, the Inquirer says: 
“This detachment came from Fort Jay, New York, under 
the command of Lieutenant Johnson. The exhibition put 
up by these men was a revelation to the nearly 3,000 
people who were present, and the various exercises and 
evolutions were enthusiastically applauded. Although 
handicapped through the band, which had never before 
played the music to which the men had been trained to 
drill in accord, only an expert critic could have noticed 
any difference. The setting up. exercises and the calis- 
thenic work with the rifles were all handsomely done, 
and the civilian onlookers were amazed at the perfection 
with which the drill was gone through. The men from 
the 8th Infantry were young, agile, well set up, and if 
the same number of men should be taken from the crowd 
of students at any of our big institutions of learning 
their facial characteristics, as displaying the intelligence 
and nativity and position in civil life, would not have 
been any better. The Regulars arrived at the Reading 
Terminal at 4 o’clock on Wednesday afternoon, Jan. 18, 
and were met by Captain Hendler and a committee of 
officers of the 3d Infantry, and Regimental Commissary 
Sergeant Schmidt and Quartermaster Sergeant Krebs, 
the latter an old regular. The Army officers in command 
of thé detachment were taken to the Walton hotel and 
the men were quartered at the Windsor hotel and sub- 
sisted at Ostendorff’s café. Lieutenant Johnson gave his 
men full liberty and there was not one who abused the 
privilege in the slightest degree. The men of Company 
I took hold of their professional brethren and enter- 
tained them handsomely. On Thursday morning, when 
the detachment left for their home station, each man 
was furnished with the morning newspapers, a souvenir 
canteen was also given them and they were also prop- 
erly stocked with cigars and other things to enable them 
to make the journey pleasantly. That they enjoyed them- 
selves was evident through the hearty cheers they flung 
at their hosts. It would be a good thing for the Gov- 
ernment to foster this sending of detachments from the 
Army under similar circumstances, so that the people 
with whom they come in contact may see for themselves 
what fine, gentlemanly young men Uncle Sam has wear- 
ing his uniform.” 
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THE ARMY BILL AS PASSED. 


The Senate on Thursday, Jan. 26, passed the Army 
Appropriation bill which passed the House Jan. 19. The 
bill as reported in the House appeared in our issue of 
January 17, p. 518. Mr. Proctor, who engineered the bill 
in the Senate, offered the following in lieu of the proviso 
concerning retired officers: “Provided that retired offi- 
cers of the Army above the grade of major shail, 
when hereafter assigned to active duty in connection with 
the organized militia in the several States or Territories 
upon the request of the Governor thereof, receive their 
full retired pay and also commutation of quarters unless 
Government quarters are available, and shall receive 
no further pay or allowances: Provided further, That a 
lieutenant colonel so assigned shall receive the full pay 


and allowances of a major on the active list.” The 
word “hereafter” relieves General Miles from the appli- 
cation of this section. 

The Senate struck out the clause abolishing the office 
of Assistant Chief of the Ree ord and Pension | Office and 
provided that hereafter vacancies in this office shall be 
filled by appointments from captains in the line of the 
Army. 

The following amendments appear in the bill as it 
passed the Senate: The amount for pay of officers of 
the line was increased $469,240; that for the engineer 
battalion $3,000; for the Subsistence Department and 
Q.M. Department each $3,200; the appropriation for 
“pay of officer in the A.G.D.” was changed to read “‘for 
pay of the A.G,. of the Army”; the allowance for travel 
allowance of enlisted men was increased $250,000, and 
the longevity allowance of the officers of the Philippine 
Scouts was increased to $34,720. 
added: “And the Secretary of War may hereafter au- 
thorize the assignment to duty in the office of the Pay- 
master Generai of all such paymasters’ clerks now au- 
thorized by law as may be necessary for that purpose.” 

The appropriation for the subsistence of the cadets at 
the inaugural was made immediately available. En- 
gineers were included in the appropriation for the pur- 
chase of horses. It was provided “That hereafter no 
military post within the United States shall be estab- 
lished except upon the recommendation of the Secretary 
of War and by the express authority of Congress.” The 
expenditure for post exchanges was limited to $40,000 
for any one post or station. 

To the appropriation for the Engineer School, Wash- 
ington Barracks, $150,000 was added to cover unfore- 
seen expenses, to be immediately available. The ord- 
hance appropriation was increased $250,000, and 
made to include “material for cartridges, bags, reworking 
obsolete powder and similar items.’ The following were 
added: “Hereafter moneys arising from deductions made 
from carriers on account of the loss of or damage to 
military stores in transit shall be credited to the proper 
appropriation or funds out of which such or similar 
stores shall be replaced and individual pieces of United 
States armament which are not needed on account of 
historical value, and can be advantageously replaced, 
may be sold at a price not Jess than their cost price, 
when there exist for such sale sentimental reasons ade- 
quate in the judgment of the Secretary of War or Sec- 
retary of the Navy.’ 

“That no part of the sums appropriated for the sup- 
port of the Regular Army shall be used to pay any part 
of the expenses of the organized militia of any State, 
Territory, or District of Columbia while engaged in joint 
encampment, maneuvers, and field instruction of the 
Regular Army and militia as provided by section fifteen 
of the Act of January 21, 1903, entitled ‘An Act to pro- 
mote the efficiency of the militia, and for other pur- 
poses’.”” The proviso concerning emergency supplies un- 
der Q.M. Department was stricken out as it was en- 
acted in a previous bill. 

In the Senate on Wednesday the paragraph in the 
Army Bill relating to the employ ment of retired officers 
was the subject of sharp criticism. It was denounced 
as an attack upon General Miles and characterized as 
“unfair.” “unmanly” and “cowardly.” 

Senator Lodge moved that the provision be stricken 
out. He said it was aimed at General Miles as needless 
and unjust. Tle would admit, he said, that the pay of a 
lieutenant general, which would be received by General 
Miles, is large; but if he was to do active duty in the 
militia, there was no reason why he should not be paid 
for it 

Mr. Platt (Conn.) criticized the provision as obscure, 
and said that as he construed the provision it prohibits 
higher pay than a major to any retired officer, no matter 
what his pay, if he accepts service on active duty. 

Mr. Spooner also took this view. He did not agree 
that it is necessarily aimed at General Miles. “It is, 
he said, “a cowardly way of preventing the assignment 
of general officers to active duty. It affects a class and 
is not necessarily aimed at any individual.’’ Mr. Spooner 
eloquently declared that the officer who after long ex- 
perience in the military service of his country was able 
physically and otherwise after retirement from active 
duty to aid in perfecting the militia of the States was 
entitled to better consideration. There could be no more 
valuable service for the nation than to train and develop 
the militia, which is in effect the reserve force of the 
country, from whick in time of war our armies are to 
be drawn. He urged that by indirect language the com- 
mittee had aimed an unfair and unmanly blow at officers 
who were an honor to the Army and the country. 

“The intention plainly is.’ Mr. Proctor started to 
say. “Not plainly,” interrupted Mr. Spooner, “but what 
is the intention?’ 

“The intention.” continued Mr. Proctor, “is that a 
retired brigadier general doing active duty shall receive 
three-fourths of his active pay and allowances.” He 
said the reason for the House provision was the charge 
that the existing law was being abused and that there 
had been an unseemly scramble on the part of retired 
officers to obtain active duty in order to secure the extra 
pay. 

Mr. Spooner declared that it was perfectly plain that 
the provision was to “accomplish indirectly what some 
one did not want to do directly.’ 

Mr. Proctor, Mr. Warren, Mr. Cockrell and other 
Senators did not accept the view that the effect of the 
amendment would be to reduce the pay of officers of a 
higher grade to that of a major. 

Mr. Patterson announced his indorsement of the pro- 
vision, except in so far as it was retroactive. He sug- 


gested the amendment making it applicable to the future 
only. He understood there were only about thirteen 
officers now detailed for militia service. 

Mr. Proctor said the number was about thirty, and 
he gave a list of States to which such assignments had 
been made, including Colorado. 

“The militia of Colorado is not very large, but it is 
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very active,” said Mr. Pildtgieeli: causing a ‘lla edeit: 
out the Senate. . 

Mr. Scott gave assurance that the Senate Committee 
on Military Affairs had had no one person in mind when 
the paragraph was adopted. 

Mr. Money expressed concurrence in the views of 
Messrs. Platt and Spooner, and Mr. Carmack supported 
the contention of Mr. Scott. 

The passage of the bill in the House on Friday, Jan. 
20, was preceded by a debate much less heated and acri- 
monious than usual. The provision, with reference to 
the employment of retired officers of the Army, was 
adopted in the following form: 

“Provided, That hereafter, no retired officer of the 
Army above the grade of major shall, when assigned to 
active duty, receive from the United States any pay or 
allowances additional to his pay as retired officer so as 
to make his total pay and allowances exceed the pay 
and allowances of a major on the active list.” 

The vote on the adoption of this amendment did not 
follow party lines, and had 202 yeas to fifty nays, 127 
not voting. 

An amendment striking out the appropriation for the 
Porto Rican regiment was rejected after some debate. 
Mr. Stevens, of Minnesota, said: ‘“‘We have the right, 
legally and constitutionally, to do it, I grant it; but I 
say, in view of all of these conditions, it would be a 
breach of faith on our part to notify those people that 
at the end of one year we will cut off this regiment, when 
one year ago we promised it should continue for four 
years. 

In reply, Mr. Slayden, of Texas, said: ‘There is no 
compact of any selemn nature, no compact involving the 
honor of the United States with the people of Porto 
Rico, and I cannot believe that the people of that island 
set any great value on the maintenance of from fifteen 
to twenty officers of the United States and the enlistment 
of four or five hundred of their own people in an organi- 
zation which the Secretary of War, Mr. Root, said, after 
a critical examination, was no longer necessary; and 
when he back-tracked, so to speak, on his own position on 
that question, and was asked if the Porto Rican regiment 
was not simply an addition to the size of the Army of the 
United States to that extent, he admitted that it was. 
Our troops, I believe, have a greater appreciation of lib- 
erty under law, and have a more liberal training under 
free government, and will be a better example of our 
civilization than the Philippine Constabulary can be to 
the people of those islands in the East or the Porto Rican 
regiment in that island.” 

In a previous speech, Mr. Slayden said: “It is an open 
secret that but for the interest which some legislators 
had in certain officers employed in the Porto Rican Pro- 
visional Regiment that organization would have been 
legislated into civil life and self-support two years ago.” 

The proviso that none of the appropriation should be 
expended on maneuvers is explained by this extract from 
the debate : . 

“Mr. BARTLETT: 
Mr. Chairman? 

“Mr Hui: The necessity is this: We have a perma- 
nent law in section twenty-five of the militia act that pro- 
vides that the Army appropriation can be used for that 
purpose without this express provision is inserted in the 
bill. Maneuvers are not provided for. Last year we ap- 
propriated a million dollars for maneuvers with the dis- 
tinct provision of law that no other money could be used 
except specifically provided for that purpose. We put 
it in here so that there would be no injury. I do not 
think there is any danger of the Department using this 
money for maneuvers, but with this provision inserted 
they are relieved from any power. 

“Mr. BARTLETT: This repeals the act of 1903? 

“Mr. HULL: No: it does not repeal it: it merely pro- 
vides that nothing in this act shall be paid to carry on 
maneuvers. I want to say it is the intention of the com- 
mittee, and I think of Congress, to keep track of the 
money spent for that purpose, and when they desire 
maneuvers let them come to Congress and let us say to 
them how much they can have. 

“Mr. Bartierr: You have already provided for maneu- 
vers? 

“Mr. Hu: We have not provided for them. 

“Mr. BArTLETT: In another bill, in 1903, you did. I 
understand that if this bill becomes a law, and it will, of 
course, then there will be no joint maneuvers between 
the militia of the various States and the Regular Army, 
as at Manassas last summer. 

“Mr. HULL: Oh, not for this next fiscal year. 

Mr. BARTLETT: I think we ought to have a rest from 


What is the necessity for this bill, 
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SENATE PASSES FORTIFICATION BILL. 

The Senate on January 23 passed the Fortification Bill, 

full details of which were given in our issue of January 
14, page 519. Previous to its passage the bill was amend- 
ed by striking out the lines, “For installation of range 
and position finders, $500,000," and inserting the follow- 
ing in lieu thereof: “For installation of range and posi- 
tion finders, and for the purchase, installation, operation 
and maintenance of necessary lines and means of elec- 
trical communication, including telephones, dial, and 
other telegraphs, wiring and all special instruments, ap- 
paratus, and materials, coast signal apparatus, and sala- 
ries of electrical experts. engineers and other necessary 
employees, connected with the use of Coast Artillery ; 
for the purchase, manufacture, and test of range finders 
and other instruments for fire control at the fortifica- 
tions, and the machinery necessary for their manufacture 
at the arsenals, $1,000,000." 
_ Also by altering the proviso for mounting guns in our 
insular possessions so as to provide for mounting four, 
instead of seven, 12-inch B.L. guns and five 10-inch B.L. 
rifles, instead of three, and amending the requirement for 
the submission of estimates to Congress to read as fol- 
iows : 

“Hereafter all estimates for fortifications for the in- 
sular possessions of the United States. including all. de- 
fensive work, and all ordnance and carriages and ma- 
chinery, shall be made and submitted to Congress in de- 
tail for each place in each insular possession, with a 
statement covering the total cost of such work in each 
place when completed.” 

This last amendment gave rise to some debates and 
questioning as to the extent to which fortification in the 
Philippines should go. Mr. Teller said: “The islands 
are a part of our possessions. An attack upon those 
islands would be practically an attack upon the United 
States. That is the weak place where, if we have any 
foreign complication or a war with any foreign nation, 
they will do exactly what we did to Spain—take the 
islands away if they can. One reason why TI have felt 
that we ought to expend money on them is that I he- 
iieve it is an injustice to the people of those islands for 





us to dominate and domineer ‘hie communities without 
their consent.” 

Mr. Money suggested that the islands might be turned 
over to Japan or to the Filipinos who, as he said, “al- 
though composed of a mixture of the colored race with 
the white race, are able to manage their own affairs, 
and that they do not need a constable to collect ‘their 
debts or a big stick to compel them to pay them. I do 
not believe,” he said further, “that there is anything in 
the case which requires a coaling station or a fortifica- 
tion. We have voluntarily projected ourselves into what 
I may term the future storm center of the globe, for | 
conceive (I may be mistaken, however) that the wars 
of the future are to be in that sea, because there is con- 
stantly before the people of Europe, and I will say also 
of the United States, a partition and dismemberment of 
the great Empire of China. But I do not want to play 
the role of one of the robbers in that game. That is a 
role that a republic cau not undertake.” 

Mr. Perkins, who had charge of the bill, stated that 
there has been a general plan adopted by the Engineer 
Department and the Ordnance Department, with the ad- 
vice of the naval board, to the effect that there should be 
certain fortifications erected in the Philippine Islands— 
in Manila and Subig. The estimate of the Engineer De- 
partment for Manila amounted to $1,095,000 for the em- 
placements. There has been no regular plan of forti- 
fication except for Corregidor Island and for Subig. 
Plans have been considered for other ports in Mindanao 
and other islands, but none have been agreed upon. 

Of this amount $700,000 was now appropriated. Mr. 
Terkins stated that in all about $10,000,000 has been 
estimated for fortifications in the harbor of Manila and 
at Subig. At Lloilo it was $574,000 and at Cebu $708,900 
for the engineering work, while the Ordnance Depart- 
ment will be approximately double that amount. San 
Juan, P.R., engineering, $1,525,000; Honolulu and Pearl 
harbors, Hawaiian Islands, including $526,100 for the 
acquisition of land, $3,424,000; San Luis d’Apra, Guam, 
$395,000. That completes all the estimates submitted 
for the fortification of our insular possessions. 

Mr. Gorman said: “I suppose now that we have in- 
sular possessions, everybody is in favor of the fortifica- 
tion of at least one of the great places—Manila Bay, for 
instance, and Honolulu.’ 
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BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 

S. 6761, Mr. Perkins.—Providing for the construction of 
a U.S. revenue cutter for service in the harbor of San 
Francisco, Cal. 

S. 6835, Mr. McComas.—To equalize the rank and pay 
of certain retired officers of the Marine Corps. That any 
officer below the grade of brigadier general who served 
with credit as an officer or as an enlisted man in the 
Regular or in the Volunteer force during the Civil War 
prior to April 9, 1865, and whose name is borne on the 
Official Navy Register, and who has heretofore been or 
may hereafter be retired on account of wounds or dis- 
ability incident to the Service or on account of age or 
after forty years’ service, may, in the discretion of the 
President, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate, be placed on the retired list of the Marine Corps 
with the rank and retired pay of one grade above that 
actually held by him at the time of retirement. 

S. 6946, Mr. Martin.—To appoint Kenneth McAlpine a 
lieutenant on the active list of the Navy, to take rank 
as number one on the list of lieutenants, said McAlpine 
having served for a period of twenty-five years and ten 
months, from September, 1877, to July, 1908, as an engi- 
neer offieer in the Navy. To receive no pay except from 
date of appointment, and to be an additional number. 
For computing his pay, his longevity to be considered 
the same as if he had never been out of the Service. 
Said McAlpine to perform engineering duty only. 

S. 6860, Mr. Alger.—Providing for the erection of a 
monument in Arlington Cemetery to the memory of 
Charles Vernon Gridley, late captain, U.S. Navy. Ap- 
propriates $5,000 for the purpose. 

S. 6870, Mr. Smoot.—Authorizing the Secretary of War 
to deliver to the Utah Indian War Veterans, three pieces 
of old field ordnance. 





H.R. 12646, Mr. Roberts.—To reorganize and increase the 
efficiency of the Hospital Corps of the Navy of the United 
States, and to define its duties and regulate its pay. Fol- 
lowing is the text of this bill as amended by the Naval 
Committee and reported to the House Jan. 25. Be it en- 
acted, etc., That the Hospital Corps of the U.S. Navy 
shall consist of chief pharmacists, pharmacists, chief bay- 
men, baymen (first-class), baymen (second-class), and 
baymen apprentices. 

Sec. 2. That the number of chief pharmacists and 
pharmacists on the active list shall not exceed fifty in 
all, the chief pharmacists and pharmacists to be appoint- 
ed by the President and have the status of warrant offi- 
cers: Provided, That the provisions of law regulating the 
promotion, pay and allowances, and rights of warrant 
officers set forth in Sec. 12 of the act entitled ‘An act 
to reorganize and increase the efficiency of the personnel 
of the Navy and Marine Corps of the United States,”’ 
approved March 38, 1899, shall extend to and include all 
chief pharmacists and pharmacists of the Hospital Corps: 
And provided further, That vacancies in the grade of 
pharmacist shall be filled from men holding the rating of 
chief baymen, subject to such examination as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy; and that no 
pharmacist shall be promoted to the rank of chief phar- 
macist until he shall have passed an examination as to 
his mental, moral, physical and professional qualifica- 
tions before a board of officers, in accordance with regu- 
lations prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy. 

Sec. 3. That the Secretary of the Navy is hereby em- 
powered to enlist, or cause to be enlisted, as many 
chief baymen, baymen (first-class), baymen (second- 
class), and baymen apprentices as in his judgment may 
be necessary, and to limit or fix the number, and to 
make such regulations as may be required for their en- 
listment and government, Enlisted men of the Navy and 
Marine Corps shall be eligible for transfer to the ‘Hos- 
pital Corps. 

Sec. 4. That all necessary hospital and ambulance ser- 
vice at naval hospitals, naval stations, navy -yards, and 
marine barracks, and on vessels of the Navy and Fish 
Commission shall be performed by the members of said 
corps, and the corps shall be permanently attached to 
the Medical Department of the Navy, and shall be in- 
cluded in the effective strength of the Navy, and be 
counted as a part of the enlisted force provided by law, 
and be subject to the laws and regulations for the gov- 
ernment of the Navy. 

Sec. 5. That the pay of chief baymen shall be $70 per 
month; of baymen (first-class), $50 per month; of bay- 
men (second-class), $35 per month, and of baymen ap- 
prentices, $20 per month, with such increase on account of 
length of service as is now or may hereafter be allowed 
by or in pursuance of law to other enlisted men of the 
Navy: Provided, That all benefits given by or in pur- 
suance of existing laws, or that shall hereafter be al- 
lowed by or in pursuance of law to other warrant officers 
or enlisted men of the Navy, shall hereafter be allowed 
in the same manner to warrant officers and enlisted men 
in the Hospital Corps of the Navy. 

Sec. 6. That all acts or parts of acts so far as they 
conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby re- 
pealed. 

H.R. 17984, Mr. Hull.—Making appropriations for the 
support of the Military Academy for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1906, 
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A TOUR OF THE VISAYAS. 


Manila, P.I., Nov. 6, 1904. 

Having recently made a tour of the military camps or 
cantonments of the Department of the Visayas, it oc- 
curred to me that a few notes on the subject might be 
of interest, especially to those who are contemplating 
an early departure for the islands for a two-year tour 
of duty. 

The Department includes within its limits the islands 
of Panay, Negros, Cebu, Leyte, Samar, Bohol, and vari- 


ous other insular odds and ends adjacent thereto. The 
headquarters of the Department, Brig. Gen. William H. 
Carter commanding, are located at Iloilo, which is an 
important seaport on the island of Panay, having direct 
steamship connections extending to such distant ports 
as London and Boston. Previous to the close of Spanish 
rule in the islands, Lloilo, with its attractive suburbs, 
Molo and Jaro, contained a great many handsome resi- 
dences, as it was the seat of much wealth, but at the 
time of the American occupation the insurgents set fire to 
the city before withdrawing and a great deal of valuable 
property was thus destroyed, many of the natives setting 
fire to their own mansions, imagining that in some way 
this would injure the Americans more than themselves. 

On a projecting point of the water front of the city is 
situated an old Spanish stone fort, San Pedro, now gar- 
risoned by two companies of Infantry. Opposite Lloilo, 
and separated from Panay by a strait about two miles 
in width, lies the small island of Guimaras, upon which 
is located Camp Jossman, the station of the 12th In- 
fantry. Jossman, like the other camps in the Philip- 
pines, bears the name of an officer who lost his life over 
here in action against the insurgents. The camp, located 
four miles inland, is reached from Iloilo by launch to 
the landing at Buenavista and thence by wagon over a 
fine macadamized road which takes the visitor by a 
gentle grade over a picturesque rolling country; the site 
of the camp is on undulating sandy soil, about 250 feet 
above the sea, which, though out of sight, lends its re- 
freshing breezes to make the climate at Jossman very 
delightful. The green grass which covers the entire 
site, together with a goodly number of cocoanut and 
other trees, furnishes a pleasing background for the 
buidings of the cantonment. 

The construction work of the camp, including clearing 
the ground, was done by the 29th Infantry, which was 
relieved by the 12th last spring. The buildings at Joss- 
man are similar in plan and material to those throughout 
the Department, and one description will suffice for all. 
They are built of Oregon fir or pine, usually rough, with 
roofs of ruberoid or asbestos. They are one story in 
height, raised about four feet off the ground, and liberal- 
ly provided with broad surrounding porches—a necessity 
in the tropics. As the buildings are designed only to 
furnish temporary shelter for the troops, no attempt at 
ornamentation is made, and they are decidedy plain, but 
quite comfortable. The officers’ quarters are finished 
inside with dressed lumber and a sort of native matting, 
which is neat, cheap and cool. Field officers’ and cap- 
tains’ quarters are similar in design—central hallways, 
two rooms on each side, bath and kitchen in rear, and 
porch all around, 

Married lieutenants are arranged in the old_ style 
double sets with continuous porch in front: each side 
has hallways, two rooms, with bath and kitchen in rear. 
Bachelor lieutenants’ quarters are provided in a long 
building with surrounding porch, a series of partitions 
dividing the quarters into a succession of sets of two 
rooms each; bath rooms and kitchens are provided in 
rear. Baths, of the shower variety, abound at all bar- 


racks and quarters in the Department, and are largely 
contributive to the prevailing good health and cheerful- 
ness of all. The water supply at Camp Jossman is very 
good. A pumping station forces it from a large well into 
three elevated wooden tanks or cisterns of 10,000 gallons 
capacity each, giving a pressure which makes the shower 
bath a joy forever. 

Jossman is built to accommodate a regiment of In- 
fantry and several companies of scouts or other troops. 
There are the commanding officer’s quarters, facing the 
parade, and flanked by sets of captains’ quarters for the 
regimental staff, three sets of field officers’ quarters, 
twelve or more captains’ sets, several married lieuten- 
ants’ sets, and one “flat” for bachelor officers. The gen- 
eral plan of the camp is a big rectangular parade, with 
storehouses, condensing plant, pumping station and cor- 
ral at the end at which one enters by the road from 
Buenavista. 

Passing these features and emerging upon the big 
green carpet one has to his right, or alongside of the 
parade, the barracks—some fifteen or more of them— 
while to the left the opposite long side is occupied by 
the officers’ quarters, and in the distance the big hos- 
pital occupies the far end of the parade. The arrange- 
ment of the barracks and quarters is a departure from 
the old stereotyped straight line which obtains at all of 
the other camps except Cebu. At Jossman the arrange- 
ment is on a series of short streets perpendicular to the 
side lines of the parade and the buildings are placed on 
the sides of the streets facing each other on the same 
street and back to back with the houses on the next 
street, like the tents in a succession of company streets. 

Cool and pleasantly situated as Jossman is, it is still 
a positive disadvantage to be so far from the sea, and 
the necessity of hauling all supplies four miles by wagon 
is another, while during the six months of the south- 
west monsoon the landing at Buenavista is usually diffi- 
cult and often impossible. 

From Jossman we return to Iloilo and there embark 
for Cebu; the trip requires about twenty-four hours. 
Cebu, a great hemp-shipping port, is fully the equal of 
lloilo commercially. The quaint old town is of interest 
historically as the seat of the power of the Spanish in 
the islands long before Manila passed under their control. 
It was here that Magellan landed after his voyage 
around Cape Horn, and, espousing the cause of the 


* Cebu natives, lost his life in an attack on the neighbor- 


ing islanders of Mactan. On the waterfront at Cebu is 
a triangular bastioned stone fort dating back to early 
Spanish times and now filled with American Army store- 
houses. On the main plaza of the town the troops of 
Camp Warwick are located. Here an old Spanish stone 
cuartel, one story high, built around the four sides of 
an enclosed court, has been surmounted by a_ second 
story built of American lumber by the troops now oc- 
cupying it—a battalion of the 18th Infantry. Four 
companies are quarteded upstairs, and a number of 
bachelor officers occupy a part of the long U-shaped 
upper story. Downstairs, in the old stone portion, are 
the commanding oflicer’s and other offices, while in rear 
are the company kitchens, the bath rooms, ice plant, cor- 
ral, hospital, and a well and elevated tank water supply 
somewhat like that at Jossman, 

There are at Cebu no quarters for married officers; 
they live scattered about the plaza and other parts of 
town in rented houses. This feature, taken in connec- 
tion with the great heat usually prevailing, renders 
Camp Warwick not so desirable as some of the other 
stations, though the good market and frequent mail fa- 
cilities are items on the credit side of Cebu. 

rom Cebu north-east by steamer to Camp Downes is 
a trip of about seven hours. Camp Downes is on the 
southwest coast of Leyte, about a mile from the town 
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of Ormoc. Like Cebu and Camp Bumpus (Tacloban, 
Leyte), Downes is a battalion station and garrisoned by 
the 18th Infantry, and was constructed by its present 
garrison, As the visitor approaches by sea the buildings 
of the cantonment appear in line on a ridge parallel to 
the sea, and some fifty feet high. The officers’ quarters, 
backs to the sea, occupy one side of the parade ground; 
the men’s barracks face them on the opposite side. The 
climatie conditions at Downes are better than those at 
Cebu, though it is warmer than at Jossman. The water 
supply is good and abundant. There is nothing to in- 
terest an American in the neighboring town of Ormoc, 
but Downes itself is a nice, clean, peaceful little hog- 
back on which one can spend two years while waiting 
with more or less patience for orders to return to the 
States. 

Irom Ormoe around the north end of Leyte to Camp 
Bumpus at Tacloban on the east coast is a trip of some 
eighteen hours that takes one through the beautiful 
Straits of San Juanico, separating Leyte and Samar. 
The straits are about a mile wide and have been com- 
pared in picturesqueness to the inland sea of Japan, 
but they lack the grandeur of scenery which characterizes 
the latter, and one misses the myriads of Japanese 
fishing smacks which seem bent on sailing as close to 
the transport as possible without being run down. 

Camp Bumpus is the station of the headquarters and 
one battalion of the 18th Infantry. It is separated from 
the town of Tacloban (the chief port and town of. Leyte), 
by a low hill, and faces,eastward on a beach. A grove 
of cocoanut trees formerly shaded the site, but they 
were mostly cut down during the construction work, 
leaving the officers’ line devoid of shade. The climate at

Bumpus is pleasant, the situation of the camp usually 
insuring a breeze from some direction. 

From Camp Bumpus back through San Juanico Straits 
and north to Camp Connell, Samar, takes about eight 
hours. Camp Connell, about a mile from Calbayog, on 
the west coast, was named for Capt. Thomas W. Connell, 
9th Infantry, ‘who was killed at the surprise and mas- 
sacre of Co. C of that regiment at Balangiga, at the 
south end of the island, in September, 1901. 

When the — occupants of Camp Connell, the 
14th Infantry, landed there in March, 1903, it was a 
genuine camp, and a very beautiful one, located on a 
long, low, sandy strip near a fine beach, the white tents 
of eight companies and headquarters of the 1st Infantry 
being sheltered and partly concealed by the young cocoa- 
nut trees all about them. No construction work had 
been done on the cantonment, though the ist Infantry 
had expended much labor in cleaning the cocoanut grove 
to the east of camp where the buildings were to go, and 
in landing and piling the great quantity of lumber on 
hand for that purpose. The 14th got to work at once 
and in a few months got the eight companies and band 
out of tents and into barracks, and the site of the 
former camp was cleared of cocoanut trees so as to pro- 
vide a parade ground 300 yards long and 100 yards wide. 
Later the remaining battalion of the regiment was 
brought down from Lao-ang, and additional quarters 
were provided. The reservation extends along the beach 
a mile, and back some distance -into the hills. The part 
occupied by buildings is only about 125 yards in width, 
as a swamp limits it on the side away from the beach. 
The ai —- is at the west end, and beyond it the 


officers’ line—a long straight array—stretches along the 
beach about two-thirds of a mile, with its back doors not 
over fifty feet from the water at high tide. Facing the 
officers’ line and distant from it about seventy-five yards 
is the equally extended line of barracks, thirteen in 
number, reaching from the parade on the west to near 
the detached hospital at the east end of the cantonment. 
Practically the whole site occupied by buildings is one 
great cocoanut grove, the thousands of trees providing 
a grateful shade and imparting a most picturesque ap- 
pearance to the camp. 

The water supply at Connell is a still unsolved prob- 
lem During the rainy season the best of water is abund- 
ant, but at other times dependence is placed upon con- 
densed water for drinking purposes and upon brackish 
well water for other uses. The climate is excellent, and 
the sick report low at all times; the fine sea bathing is 
greatly enjoyed by the troops. 

The landing at Connell, as at Downes, is bad. One 
goes from ship to launch, from launch to small boat, and 
from small boat to the spring wagon which drives out 
hub-deep in the water and bears the passenger ashore; if 
the wagon isn’t there the trip from boat to beach’ is 
made “guguback.’”’ At Downes the process is varied by 
omitting the last stage of the journey, the boat getting 
close enough to the beach to enable a careful person to 
make it in one or two jumps. 

At Connell a good target range has been constructed 
after immense labor in draining and grading the swamp 
back of the camp. 

Throughout the Department the climate is better and 
cooler than in any part of Luzon I have visited, excepting 
possibly the cities of Iloilo and Cebu which are very 
warm at times. One noticeable thing which strikes the 
visitor at the various stations is that each garrison 
thinks its own camp far superior to any other in the De- 
partment. To an outsider each has its advantages and 
disadvantages, but in comparison with the stations and 
duties the troops had during the insurrection, the present 
conditions at all points are quite endurable for two 
years.
